ADMISSION 

REQUIRE^IENTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  Graduates  of  approved  high  schools  of  Louisiana  and  other 
states  are  admitted  without  examination,  provided  they  offer  not  fewer 
than  fifteen  units. 

2.  Of  the  fifteen  units  required  for  admission  the  following  are 
prescribed : 

English    3  units 

Mathematics    2  units 

History    2  units 

Science    2  units 

(One  of  the  science  units  must  be  in  either  physics  or  chemistry.) 

3.  Ehch  candidate  for  admission  should  apply  to  the  Registrar  for 
admission  blank,  which  should  be  filled  out  and  returned  together  with 
his  high  school  graduation  card  or  other  credentials.  He  will  then  be 
informed  of  his  admission  and  rating.  An  admission  blank  will  be 
found  on  last  page  of  this  catalog. 

Besides  the  foregoing  units,  applicants  for  admission  to  the  home 
economics  course  must  offer  one  unit  each  in  sewing  and  cookery, 
and  one  of  the  science  units  must  be  in  chemistry. 

4.  Graduates  of  denominational  and  private  schools  and  academies 
of  Louisiana  are  admitted  on  the  same  unit  basis  as  those  of  approved 
Louisiana  high  schools,  provided  such  academies  aje  on  the  list  of 
accredited  secondary  schools  of  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

5.  Applicants  for  admission  who  are  graduates  of  schools  other  than 
appr6ved  Louisiana  high  schools  and  other  recognized  secondary 
schools,  are  admitted  by  examination.  The  examination  covers  the 
following  subjects:  1,  English;  2,  Mathematics;  3,  History;  4,  Sciences 
(physical  or  biological)  ;  5,  One  foreign  Language  or  Home  Economics. 
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6.  Applicants  for  admission  from  other  colleges  must  send  in  a  copy 
of  their  college  records  made  out  on  the  blank  furnished  by  the 
Registrar. 

This  blank  must  be  sent  in  by  a  recognized  institution,  must  be  filled 
out  and  signed  by  an  authorized  person,  must  be  mailed  direct  to  the 
Registrar,  and  must  not  come  through  the  hands  of  the  candidate. 

On  application  to  the  Registrar  entrance  blanks  will  be  supplied 
free  of  charge. 

7.  Holders  of  first-grade  certificates  (teachers'  licenses)  applying 
for  admission  are  given  a  credit  of  twelve  highl-school  units,  with  an 
additional  unit  for  each  session  of  nine  months  taught  by  the  appli- 
cant. In  no  case,  however,  is  the  applicant  credited  with  more  than 
sixteen  high-school  units  on  his  first-grade  certificate  and  experience.* 

8.  Louisiana  public  school  teachers  matriculated  at  the  State  Nor- 
mal College  are  granted  credit  for  work  done  in  the  State  Teachers' 
Reading  Circle  to  the  extent  of  three  hours,  provided  such  Reading 
Circle  credits  do  Hot  duplicate  courses  pursued  in  college. 

9.  Students  of  less  attainment  than  high  school  graduation  are  not 
admitted  into  the  professional  courses  of  the  Normal  College.  Such 
applicants  are  first  required  to  complete  their  course  in  high  school. 

10.  Applicants  for  admission  who  have  done  college  work  after 
high-school  graduation  may  be  given  a  higher  classification  than  the 
first  term  of  the  first  year.  To  enter  the  third  term,  such  applicants 
must  off'er  twelve  college  hours,  including  three  hours  in  psychology; 
and  to  be  classed  as  second-year  students,  they  must  offer  eighteen 
college  hours,  including  three  hours  in  psychology  and  three  in  the 
principles  of  teaching  or  general  method.

OTHER  ENTRANCE  REGULATIONS 

1.  Teachers  should  be  strong  men  and  women,  physically,  mentally 
and  morally.  \Yeakness  in  any  of  these  respects  disqualifies  applicants 
for  admission. 

2.  Young  men  and  women  applying  for  admission  to  the  first  year 
of  the  two-year  or  the  four-year  course  must  have  completed  their 
sixteenth  year. 

3.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate  of  good 
health  and  freedom  from  deformity.  A  blank  for  thiis  purpose  is 
found  in  the  back  of  this  catalog. 

4.  Persons  in  a  low  state  of  health  are  not  admitted,  nor  are  ap- 
plicants of  frail  physique,  defective  eyesight,  impaired  hearing,  tuber- 
cular tendency  or  marked  deformity. 

5.  Applicants  who  have  been  exposed  to  communicable  diseases  will 
not  be  admitted  or  re-admitted  without  a  certificate  from  a  reputable 
physician,  stating  that  danger  of  communication  has  disappeared. 

6.  Pledge.    Students  receiving  free  tuition  sign  the  following  pledge: 
I  hereby  declare  my  intention  to  attend  the  State  Normal 

College  until  graduation,  and  solemnly  promise  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  Louisiana  for  at  least  one  year  imme- 
diately after  graduation. 

Signed  
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The  pledge  is  not  construed  to  require  continuous  attendance.  Many 
of  the  best  students  attend  for  o>n\y  one  or  two  terms  at  a  time,  then 
teach  for  a  while  to  earn  momey  for  the  remainder  of  the  course. 

Honorable  release  from  the  obligation  may  be  obtained  from  the 
President  on  account  of  inability  to  do  the  required  work,  failure  of 
health  or  eyesight,  pecuniary  necessity,  or  family  bereavement,  or  by 
payment  of  tuition  fees  for  terms  of  attenda^ice. 

7.  Students  from  other  states  have  the  same  privileges  as  Louisiana 
students,  provided  they  promise  to  teach  in  Louisiana  or  pay  the  tuition 
fees. 

8.  Students  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  and  who  desire  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  many  educational  opportunities  offered  by  the  Nor- 
mal College  may  elect  courses  which  do  not  lead  to  graduation,  upon 
payment  of  a  tuition  fee  of  $15.00  a  quarter.  Teachers  of  the  public 
schools  may  also  elect  courses  for  which  they  are  prepared  without 
paying  any  tuition  charge.  All  such  students  must  meet  the  ^trance 
requirements  of  the  college. 

QUARTERS  AND  YEARS 

1.  The  scholastic  year,  beginning  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  quarter 
of  each  year,  covers  four  quarters  or  terms,  to-wit :  Fall,  winter,  spring 
and  summer. 

2.  These  quarters  are  twelve  weeks  in  duration. 

3.  During  the  entire  year  recitations  are  held  six  days  weekly. 

4.  Hence,  each'  quarter  contains  seventy-two  school  days. 

5.  During  the  spring,  summer  and  fall  quarters,  recitations  begin 
at  8:00  A.  M.;  the  winter,  at  8:20  A.  M. 

6.  Students  may  enter  the  Normal  College  at  the  opening  of  any 
of  the  four  quarters. 

UNITS  AND  CREDITS 

1.  The  unit  of  work  is  the  trimester  hour,  based  on  36  recitation 
hours  per  quarter.  That  is,  a  course  running  three  times  a  week  for 
12  weeks,  gives  a  credit  of  3  trimester  hours  or  1  college  hour.  All 
practical  and  lab«ratory  work,  including  sewing,  cookery,  experimental 
work  in  the  botanical,  zoological,  agricultural,  bacteriological,  physical 
and  chemical  laboratories,  and  in  dairy,  field,  garden,  and  poultry 
yards,  is  estimated  on  thie  basis  of  two  for  one. 

2.  A  High  School  Unit  is  understood  to  represent  one  hujndred 
eighty  recitations  of  40  minutes'  duration  with  laboratory  work  counted 
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half  time,  or  two  for  one.  It  constitutes  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  full  year's  work. 

3.  A  LiTEKABY  Society  Credit  is  awarded  to  each,  member  of  any 
of  the  literary  societies  or  clubs  who  attends  ten  sessions  during  the 
quarter  and  earns  one  major  and  one  minor  credit.  The  societies  meet 
weekly, 

4.  An  Athletic  Credit  represents  three  one-hour  lessons  taken 
weekly  during  a  quarter  either  in  indoor  or  outdoor  gymnastics  or  ath- 
letics. Students  making  varsity  teams  are  allowed  two  credits  a 
quarter. 

PREREQUISITES 

The  principle  of  prerequisites  should  be  carefully  observed  and  fol- 
lowed in  pursuing  one's  curriculum.  All  prerequisites  are  noted 
in  the  outlines  of  the  several  department  courses.  Thus  Education  111 
is  a  prerequisite  of  Education  121. 

Regard  should  also  be  had  to  the  principle  of  sequence  of  subject 
matter.  In  order  to  avoid  injudicious  choice  in  the  matter  of  free 
electives,  students  should  seek  the  advice  of  the  heads  of  the  depart- 
ments in  which  their  majors  are  found. 

GRADUATION 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  two:  Satisfactory  completion 
of  the  course  of  study  and  development  of  an  acceptable  degree  of 
skill  in  teaching  and  control.  They  are  equally  indispensable;  no 
amount  of  scholarship  can  take  the  place  of  teaching  power,  and  no 
facility  in  teaching  can  atone  for  poor  scholarship. 

Four  classes  are  graduated  each  year;  but  commencement  exercises 
are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the  spring  quarter,  at  which  time  diplomas 
are  awarded  to  all  graduates  of  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

At  the  close  of  each  of  the  other  quarters,  brief  graduation  exercises 
are  held,  at  which  the  outgoing  classes  are  received  into  the  Normal 
Alumni  Association.  On  these  occasions  distinguished  educators  and 
public  men  are  invited  to  address  the  graduates. 

The  specific  requirements  for  completion  of  the  four-year  profes- 
sional courses  are  given  below,  and  for  the  two-year  course  for  the 
Elementary  Professional  Certificate. 

The  Bachelor's  Degree — Under  the  terms  of  Act  173  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Louisiana  for  the  year  1918,  the  State  Normal  College, 
by  resolution  of  its  Board  of  Administrators,  confers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  on  all  students  who  complete  the  four-year  pro- 
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fessional  course.  Students  receiving  the  degree  are  qualified,  under 
the  laws  of  Louisiana  and  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, to  teach  in  the  approved  high  schools  of  the  state.  All  require- 
ments of  the  College  by  way  of  admission,  attendance,  special  credits 
and  residence  must  be  satisfied  by  candidates  for  the  degree.  Holders 
of  a  bachelor's  degree  earned  in  other  institutions  are  not  permitted 
to  offer  for  the  A.  B.  degree  of  the  State  Normal  College  credits 
earned  during  their  senior  years  in  such  institutions. 

REQUIREIVIENTS  FOR  THE  A.  B.  DEGREE 

1.  Two  hundred  trimester  hours  (sixty-six  and  two-thirds  college 
session  hours)  including  twelve  trimester  hours  in  physical  training 
and  two  in  library  instruction. 

2.  Students  exempted  from  physical  training  are  required  to  sub- 
stitute therefor  twelve  additional  trimester  hours  in  academic  work. 

3.  Two  majors,  except  in  specialized  curricula. 

4.  Six  society  credits. 

5.  Residence  of  not  less  than  one  full  session  during  the  junior  and 
senior  years. 

6.  No  student  will  be  graduated  who  has  not  done  in  residence 
forty-five  trimester  hours  of  work. 

7.  350  scholarship  points. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    TWO-YEAR    NORMAL  PROFESSIONAL 
ELEMENTARY  CERTIFICATE. 

1.  One  hundred  trimester  hours,  including  six  hours  in  physical 
training  and  two  in  library  instruction. 

2.  Students  exempted  from  physical  training  must  earn  six  ad- 
ditional trimester  hours  in  academic  work. 

3.  Four  society  credits. 

4.  A  minimum  residence  of  one  full  session  or  three  terms. 

5.  No  student  will  be  granted  the  two-year  Normal  certificate 
unless  he  does  a  minimum  of  forty-five  trimester  hours  of  work  in 
residence. 

6.  Students  must  meet  requirements  in  penmanship. 

7.  160  scholarship  points. 

By  virtue  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
on  December  11,  1923,  the  award  of  the  Normal  Diploma  will  be  dis- 
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continued  after  the  session  1924-19ii5.  In  lieu  of  tlie  diploma  a  Normal 
certificate  will  be  awarded,  the  professional  value  of  which  will  be  the 
same  as  that  of  the  diploma. 

CURRICULA 

FOUR-YEAR  PROFESSIONAL  SCHOOL 

The  several  curricula  which  are  outlined  on  the  pages  following  are 
designed  to  aid  students  in  selecting  the  department  of  public  school 
instruction  for  which  they  may  desire  to  be  trained.  The  four-year 
curricula  leading  to  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  are  based  on  the 
needs  of  and  prevailing  practice  in  the  high  schools  of  Louisiana. 

Since  all  Louisiana  high  schools  follow  the  departmental  plan  of 
instruction,  students  in  the  four-year  school  should,  as  early  as  pos- 
sible in  their  course,  decide  definitely  on  the  departments  of  instruc- 
tion for  which  they  desire  to  qualify  and  should  plan  their  courses  ac- 
cordingly. When  selecting  the  deparments  in  which  they  intend  to 
teach,  students  should  give  co^nsideration  to  such  combinations  as  are 
commonly  made  in  the  organization  of  high  schools.  Science  and 
Mathematics  or  Latin  and  English  are  not  infrequent  combinations; 
French  and  Latin,  however,  are  very  seldom  taught  by  the  same  high 
school  teacher. 

In  choosing  the  two  departments  in  whiohl  he  is  to  labor  it  is  very  im- 
portant that  the  student  should  give  the  question  due  consideration. 
He  may  have  decided  definitely  on  one  line  of  work  but  have  little 
preference-  as  to  the  other.  In  this  case  he  should  choose  his  second 
department  so  as  to  have  a  combination  which  meets  the  usual  present 
practices  in  Louisiana.  In  fact,  he  should  hesitate  to  make  any  com- 
binatioai  for  which  there  is  likely  to  be  little  or  no  demand.  With  the 
above  statements  in  mind,  the  authorities  of  the  State  Normal  College 
have  organized  the  four-year  curricula  appearing  on  the  following 
pages.  Each  curriculum  pursued  must  comprise  two  major  subjects 
dr  departments,  in  each  of  which  the  student  must  earn  not  fewer 
than  thirty  trimester  hours. 

The  Normal  no  longer  offers  any  two-year  curricula.  Students  pur- 
suing one  of  the  regular  curricula  who  may  find  it  necessary  or  advis- 
able to  leave  after  two  years  of  wwk  will  receive  an  Elementary  Pro- 
fessional Certificate  from  the  State  Department  of  Elducation  provided 
they  have  completed  the  required  work  in  education. 

INFORMATION  CONCERNING  CURRICULA. 

1.  In  the  tabulated  form  of  the  several  curricula,  as  they  appear  on 
the  following  pages,  the  names  of  the  subjects  are  not  given  but  the 
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departments  of  instruction,  the  numbers  of  the  courses,  and  the  hour 
value. 

2.  All  courses  are  numbered  with  figures  having  three  digits.  The 
hundred  digit  denotes  the  college  year  during  which  the  course  must 
be  taken;  the  ten  digit  indicates  the  term  of  the  year  (first,  second, 
or  third)  during  which  the  course  is  offered;  and  the  unit  digit  dis- 
tinguishes the  several  courses  offered  by  a  department  during  a  given 
term.  The  unit  digits  may  have  also  other  meanings;  in  Physical 
Education,  for  instance,  all  odd  unit  digits  denote  courses  for  women; 
and  even  numbers,  courses  for  men. 

3.  Eleetives.  The  Normal  does  not  permit  free  electives.  Elec- 
tives  must  follow  some  major  sequence  and  should  be  chosen  for  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  the  course.  Electives  should  be  chosen  after 
conferring  with  the  heads  of  the  departments  in  which  the  student's 
majors  are  found. 

4.  A  student  changing  from  one  curriculum  to  another  must  meet 
in  full  the  requirements  of  the  curriculum  he  adopts.  Such  changes 
generally  mean  the  loss  of  some  credits  and  can  be  made  only  with 
the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Studies. 

5.  All  students  are  required  to  take  physical  education  during  the 
fall,  winter,  and  spring  quarters.  Classes  meet  three  times  weekly. 
One  hour  credit  is  earned  in  each  course. 

6.  College  credits  are  not  granted  in  penmanship.  Students  who  at 
entrance  do  not  score  90  on  the  Ayres'  Scale  are  required  to  attain 
such  proficiency  during  the  freshman  year. 

7.  All  courses  must  be  scheduled  in  the  terms  in  which,  they  appear 
in  the  following  curricula.  When,  by  reason  of  conflicts  or  crowded 
sections,  this  is  impossible,  then  such  subjects  must  be  taken  either 
in  the  teim  immediately  preceding  or  following  the  designated  term. 

8.  Students  following  any  of  the  four-year  curricula  may  omit  stu- 
dent teaching  in  the  sophomore  year  if  they  are  "not  candidates  for  the 
professional  certificate  at  the  end  of  their  second  year.  In  such  cases 
appropriate  electives  must  be  substituted. 

9.  The  curricula  printed  on  the  following  pages  are  those  usually 
pursued  by  students.  Other  curricula  are  provided  when  requested. 
The  essential  features  of  all  curricula  are  thie  inclusion  of  certain  re- 
quired courses  in  education,  English,  and  other  departments,  and  not 
fewer  than  thirty  trimester  hours  in  the  two  majors  selected.  Thus 
such  combinations  as  the  following  can  be  made:  Mathematics-Science, 
English-Music,  Social  Science-Latin,  etc.

PURPOSE  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

The  act  of  July  7,  1884,  establishing  the  State  Normal  College  of 
Louisiana,  declares  that  the  school  shall  be  maintained  "for  the  bene- 
fit of  such  white  persons  of  either  sex  as  may  desire  and  intend  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Louisiana."  The  State  Normal  College 
then,  is  not  a  "general  culture"  or  "finishing"  school,  but  a  professional 
school.  By  this  it  is  not  meant  that  the  usual  cultural  subjects  are 
omitted  from  its  curricula,  but  rather  that  these  subjects  are  studied 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  teacher  and  that  the  emphasis  of  its  en- 
deavors is  placed  on  education  and  the  usual  professional  subjects 
of  the  American  normal  college. 

Its  only  purpose  is  to  offer  its  students  the  means  to  obtain  that 
education,  discipline,  professional  training  ajid  teaching  skill  which  will 
best  fit  them  as  public  school  teachers.  To  this  end  the  college  limits 
its  functions.  Therefore,  no  student  should  seek  admission  into  the 
school  whose  direct  purpose  is  not  to  qualify  as  a  teacher  of  the  public 
schools  of  Louisiana ;  but  all  who  wish  to  prepare  for  this  vastly  im- 
portant field  of  service  are  invited  to  enter  the  college  and  avail  them- 
selves of  the  educational  opportunities  it  otfers. 

As  the  public  schools  of  Louisiana  develop  a|nd  standardize  thieir 
courses  and  raise  the  qualifications  required  of  their  grade  and  high 
school  teachers,  the  aim  of  the  State  Normal  College  is,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be,  to  meet  every  requirement.    It  is  with  this  purpose  in  view, 
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that  the  college  selects  its  teachers,  arranges  its  courses  of  study,  en- 
larges its  library,  equips  its  laboratories,  and  conducts  its  training 
school.  The  conditions  maintained  at  Normal  create  an  environment 
that  tends  to  develop  character  and  capacity  for  work.  The  course  of 
study,  the  professional  training,  the  companionship  of  hundreds  of  young 
men  and  women  engaged  in  a  common  life  work,  the  intimate  contact 
with  many  strong  teachers,  and  the  lectures  atid  addresses  given  by 
scholarly  men  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  help  to  establish  high 
ideals  of  service.  The  stimulating  influence  of  the  literary  societies, 
the  opportunities  to  hear  the  music  of  the  greatest  living  artists,  to 
see  good  pictures  and  statuary,  and  to  use  the  library,  with  its  thousands 
of  books  and  ample  periodical  literature,  help  to  refine  the  taste, 
quicken  the  appreciation,  and  strengthen  the  love  of  learning. 

The  State  Normal  College  is  co-educational,  training  men  and  women 
for  intelligent  and  eflBcient  service  in  the  schools  of  the  State.  The 
presence  of  young  men  and  women  in  the  student  body  offers  oppor- 
tunity for  the  proper  development  of  character,  and  tends  to  nurture 
all  social  virtues  essential  in  the  life  of  teachers. 

THE  SITE 

The  State  Normal  College,  situated  at  the  south  end  of  the  town  of 
Natchitoches  and  within  its  corporate  limits,  occupies  an  elevated  posi- 
tion at  the  southeastern  extremity  of  the  Natchitoches  pine, hills.  Its 
elevation  afTords  a  view  of  the  beautiful,  historic  country  to  the  east 
and  south,  including  the  alluvial  plains  bordering  Cane  river  on  either 
side.  Its  permanent  dining  halls  and  dormitories,  the  living  quarters 
of  the  school,  have  been  erected  amidst  the  woods  of  a  virgin  pine  forest, 
providing  the  most  salubrious  conditions.  Perfect  drainage,  freedom 
from  dust,  an  abundance  of  the  best  deep  well  water,  an  ample  campus, 
clean  grounds  and  other  sanitary  provisions  insure  good  health. 

Natchitoches  is  a  town  of  4,000  inhabitants,  situated  a  .little  north- 
west of  the  center  of  the  State,  on  the  Texas  and  Pacific  Railway,  150 
miles  northwest  of  Baton  Rouge,  and  70  miles  southeast  of  Shreveport. 
The  town  is  more  than  200  years  old  and  is  full  of  historic  interest. 
The  Jefferson  Highway  skirts  the  Normal  grounds  on  the  north  and 
west. 

THE  FACULTY 

In  conformity  with  the  most  approved  policies  of  the  day  among 
the  normal  schools  and  colleges  of  the  United  States,  the  Louisiana 
State  Normal  College  is  steadily  endeavoring  to  employ  in  its  faculty

only  men  and  women  thoroughly  equipped  by  reason  of  character,  per- 
sonality, training,  scholarship  and  experience  for  the  vastly  important 
work  involved  in  teacher  training.  So  far  as  possible,  normal  school 
training  as  well  as  collegiate  and  university  degrees  is  required  of  all 
teachers  admitted  into  the  faculty. 

The  function  of  the  American  normal  school  and  normal  college  is 
conceived  to  be  distinctive,  and  to  have  ideals  different  from  those  of 
thie  college  and  university,  and  even  from  those  of  tlie  teachers'  colleges 
of  the  country.  Mere  scholarship  is  not  its  sole  purpose,  although  its 
importance  in  any  scheme  of  teacher  training  is  fully  recognized  and 
appreciated.  What  is  required,  over  and  beyond  scholarship,  is  a 
training  in  those  professional  branches,  theoretical  and  practical,  which 
maJce  for  orderly  and  scientific  procedure  in  the  teaching  process. 
Merely  to  impart  knowledge  to  the  child  does  not  constitute  true  educa- 
tion. The  higher  and  better  way  truly  to  educate  the  child  is  system- 
atically to  le^id  him  to  clear,  accurate  and  correct  thinking  and  reason- 
ing, to  unify  and  co-ordinate  his  body  of  knowledge,  to  unfold  his 
powers  of  self-reliance  and  initiative,  to  de-v-elop  in  him  the  best  char- 
acter of  which  he  is  susceptible,  and  to  impart  to  his  mind  those  ideals 
of  morality,  integrity,  industry,  patriotism  and  service  which  our 
twentieth  century  civilization  demands  and  makes  imperative. 

The  attainment  of  these  ends  requires  that  the  teacher  not  merely 
know  what  is  to  be  taught  but  also  be  trained  in  and  practice  the  most 
approved  educational  methods.  To  this  ideal  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College  steadily  holds,  and  by  it  the  institution  is  guided  in  its 
own  growth  and  in  making  up  the  personnel  of  its  faculty. 

This  demands  that  its  faculty  members  have  both  the  scholarship 
ordinarily  represented  by  college  and  university  degrees  and  the  train- 
ing, viewpoints  and  ideals  of  normal  school  education.  Only  through 
the  agency  of  instructors  so  trained  can  the  philosophy  of  normal  educa- 
tion, its  ideals  and  high  purposes,  be  maintained  in  the  life  and  atmos- 
phere of  the  college. 

The  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  believes  in  all  agencies  that 
tend  to  raise  the  professional  standing  of  teaching;  hence  it  holds 
membership  in  the  following  organizations:  National  Educational  As- 
sociation, National  Council  of  Normal  Colleges,  Southern  Association 
of  America,  American  Nature  Association,  International  Narcotic  Edu- 
cational Association,  and  the  Mississippi  River  Historical  Society. 

DEMAND  FOR  TRAINED  TEACHERS 

There  are  now  nearly  eight  thousand  white  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  of  Louisiana;  besides  many  private  and  denominational  schools 
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employ  trained  teachers.  It  is  estimated  that  the  schools  of  the  State 
require  annually  nearly  one  thousand  ieauchers  to  fill  the  positions 
made  vacant  by  resignations  and  those  newly  established  on  account 
of  the  growth  of  the  system.  For  these  reasons,  both  the  four-year 
college  and  the  two-year  normal  graduates  are  in  great  demand.  In 
fact,  the  members  of  every  class  are  employed  in  satisfactory  positions 
in  advance  of  their  graduation  and  enter  upon  their  duties  immediately 
thereafter. 

The  present  salary  schedule  of  Louisiana  provides  for  a  minimum 
salary  of  $90  per  month  for  graduates  of  the  two-year  normal  courses, 
with  an  increase  of  $5  per  month  for  each  year  of  service.  In  many 
parishes,  the  minimum  pay  of  the  two-year  graduates  of  the  State 
Normal  College  is  $100  for  beginners;  and  in  a  few  parishes  it  is  well 
over  $100.  The  A.  B.  graduates  of  the  four -year  professional  courses 
are  ordinarily  employed  as  higli  school  principals  and  in  other  highly 
responsible  positions.  Of  our  A.  B.  graduates  who  are  now  teaching 
the  average  annual  salary  is  $2,333  or  more  than  twice  that  of  the  two- 
year  graduates. 

Several  parish  school  boards  now  employ  only  trained  teachers,  and 
many  of  the  graded  and  high  schools  engage  only  normal  graduates  for 
grade  work.  As  thte  public  comee  to  understand  more  fully  the  value 
of  trained  teachers,  the  demand  for  normal  graduates  increases.  For 
several  years  not  only  have  all  graduates  of  the  Normal  College  been 
employed,  but  many  calls  have  been  received  in  excess  of  the  three 
hundred  teachers  annually  graduating  from  the  institution. 

The  demand  for  the  graduates  of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College 
is  not  confined  to  this  State.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  many 
of  its  graduates  are  teaching  in  New  York,  California,  Colorado,  Texas, 
Oklahoma,  and  other  states.  Elvery  man  and  woman  prepared  to  give  a 
superior  service  in  the  school  room  may  be  sure  of  prompt  employment 
in  a  responsible  position  at  a  good  salary. 

Graduates  of  the  Normal  College  are  filling  efficiently  important  posi- 
tions in  the  State  Department  of  Education,  in  the  higher  institu- 
tions of  learning  in  Louisiana,  in  parish  superintendeqicies,  in  high 
school  principalships,  and  in  agriculural  demonstration  work. 

DISCIPLINE,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

SCHOOL  DISCIPLINE 

In  a  school  established  for  the  purpose  of  training  the  young  man- 
hood and  womanhood  of  a  State  for  the  dignified  profession  of  teach- 
ing, arbitrary  regulations  and  iron-clad  discipline  should  not  be  re- 
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quired.  In  the  conduct  of  the  school,  therefore,  all  reasonable  freedom 
is  allowed,  and  every  opportunity^  is  fostered  for  the  deA  elopment  of  self 
reliance  and  that  just  and  considerate  regard  for  others  which  is  the 
attribute  of  cultured  men  and  womefn.  This  does  not  mean  that  there 
are  no  restrictions  in  the  school  or  that  freedom  can  be  turned  into 
license.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  expected  that  the  few  rules  governing 
conduct  shall  be  studiously  complied  with,  and  that  every  student  in  his 
dealing  with-  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  student  body,  shall 
practice  thie  gentle  demeanor  and  show  the  kind  consideration  due  to 
ladies  and  gentlemen.  Industrious  habits,  diligence  in  study,  prompt- 
ness, neatness,  honesty,  ambition  a;nd  good  morals  are  virtues  that  the 
College  expects  and  demands  of  all  its  students.  Indolent,  shiftless  or 
frivolous  young  people  should  not  apply  for  admission.  There  is  no 
place  in  the  student  body  for  untruthful  or  dishonest  members  or  for 
students  habitually  negligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  When 
the  conduct  of  a  student  becomes  a  menace  to  the  welfare  of  other 
members  of  the  student  body,  either  through  misdeeds  or  through 
failure  to  profit  by  attending  the  institution,  his  parents  are  asked  to 
withdraw  him.  For  gross  violation  of  discipline  the  penalty  is  sus- 
pension or  dismissal. 

The  Honor  System — ^The  Honor  System  prevailing  among  students 
of  the  school  was  established  in  1914.  Its  chief  purpose  is  to  exert 
a  moral  force  directed  toward  scrupulous  honesty  in  all  scholastic  work. 
It  discountenances  the  substitution  of  all  spurious  work  on  tests,  ex- 
aminations and  classroom  recitations,  and  undertakes  to  impose  appro- 
priate penalties  for  all  violations  of  accepted  standards  of  honesty  in 
school  work. 

The  governing  board  consists  of  a  representative  elected  by  each 
class,  the  chairman  being  the  member  representing  the  graduating 
class.  The  sessions  of  the  board  are  executive,  in  order  that  every  pos- 
sibility of  injury  to  innocent  students  may  be  eliminated.  The  find- 
ings of  the  governing  board  are  subject  to  review  and  approval  by  the 
President  of  the  College. 

COLLEGE  REGULATIONS  . 

1.  All  first-year  students  are  required  to  pursue  two  courses  in 
library  methods.  Students  who  enter  in  the  second  year  are  required 
to  take  these  courses  during  the  first  and  second  terms  of  their  attend- 
ance. (If  a  student  fails  in  Library  Method  in  the  1 — 3  term,  and 
therefore  has  to  repeat  it,  he  may  complete  this  work  in  his  2 — 1 
term.  If  he  waits  longer  than  this,  however,  to  make  these  two  credits, 
he  will  be  charged  a  fee  of  five  dollars  a  course.)

2.  Nominal  fines  are  imposed  on  students  who  violate  the  rules  of 
the  library.  Such  fines  are  due  and  payable  on  notice.  If  not  paid 
within  two  days  after  notice,  tbie  fines  are  double  and  the  student  is 
deprived  of  the  privilege  of  using  the  library  until  the  fines  are  paid. 

3.  All  students  are  required  to  take  gymnastics  or  athletics  three 
times  a  week  during  each  fall,  winter  and  spring  quarter  of  their  at- 
tendance. Athletics  and  gymnastics  are  voluntary  during  the  summer 
quarter. 

4.  Students  making  anj-  of  the  'varsity  teams  are  allowed  two  credits, 
and  hence  may  be  excused  from  taking  athletics  or  gymnastics  during 
one  quarter  of  the  year. 

5.  All  students  are  required  to  belong  to  and  earn  credits  in  the 
literary  societies  during  four  of  the  six  quarters  in  the  two-year  course. 

6.  From  date  of  matriculation  every  student  is  required  to  join  one 
of  the  literary  societies  and  to  remain  a  member  until  he  has  earned 
four  society  credits. 

7.  All  students  who  cannot  show  at  entrance  a  skill  in  writing  of  90 
on  the  Ayres  scale  are  required  to  take  penmanship  during  their  first 
year  until  such  proficiency  is  attained.  This  ordinarily  requires  earning 
credits  in  Penmanship  111  and  121.  College  credits  are  not  granted  in 
penmanship. 

8.  All  students  are  required  to  attejid  daily  assembly  and  to  take 
part  in  assembly  singing  on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays. 

9.  Each  student  is  required  to  own  a  dictionary  of  academic  or 
higher  grade,  approved  by  the  teachers  of  Englisihi. 

10.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  leave  school  at  will.  Those  who 
disregard  the  rules  governing  resignations  are  recorded  as  dismissed 
from  the  college,  and  they  forfeit  any  claims  to  a  refund  by  the 
treasurer. 

11.  In  order  to  resign  the  student  must,  first,  present  a  written  re- 
quest from  his  parents  or  guardian;  secondly,  obtain  a  receipt  from 
the  treasurer  showing  all  charges*  paid;  and  thirdly,  receive  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President.    All  resignations  must  be  in  writing. 

12.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  resign  during  the  last  two  weeks 
of  any  quarter,  and,  at  the  close  of  the  spring  quarter,  all  students 
are  required  to  remain  after  examination  and  attend  the  commencement 
exercises. 

13.  Students  who  leave  before  the  last  day  of  the  term  are  not 
granted  credits  for  the  second  half  of  the  quarter. 
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GRADES,  EXAMINATIONS,  RECORDS,  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

Grades — Students  are  graded  in  their  studies  on  thie  basis  of  the 
quality  of  work  done.  Five  grades  are  in  use,  as  follows:  A  (excel- 
lent), B  (superior),  C  (average),  D  (fair)  and  E  (unsatisfactory). 
Failures  are  graded  F. 

The  grades  of  each  student  are  entered  in  the  records  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter. 

Examinations — Three  days  are  given  to  examinations  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter.  Each  subject  examination  covers  two  hours.  The  grades 
made  at  examination  count  as  approximately  half  of  the  daily  recita- 
tion.  At  mid-term  one-hour  tests  are  given. 

Records — At  the  end  of  the  quarter  the  student's  record  is  sent  by 
mail  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  The  permanent  records  of  the  school 
are  complete  from  the  year  1903. 

Classification — High  school  graduates  and  other  applicants  of  equiva- 
lent attainments  are  classified  as  first-year,  first-term  students,  desig- 
nated as  1 — 1.    Such  a  student  automatically  raises  his  classification 
-at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  if  he  meets  the  standard  by  earning  an 
average  of  16  2/3  college  hours. 

FACULTY  RULES 

1.  Term  grades  are  entered  as  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E.  Failures  are 
recorded  as  F.  A  means  an  excellent  grade;  B  denotes  superior;  C 
is  good;  D  is  fair;  and  E  represents  distinctly  inferior  work.  If 
students  resign  at  mid-term  or  after  and  desire  to  receive  credit  for 
their  work  for  the  first  half  of  the  term,  they  should  notify  their  in- 
structors so  that  their  grades  can  be  entered  on  their  classification  cards. 
Hereafter,  mid-term  grades  will  not  be  recorded  on  the  student's  class 
card  except  in  above  mentioned  cases. 

SCHOLARSHIP  POINTS 

In  addition  to  earning  credit  hours  for  courses  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted, students  earn  scholarship  points  according  to  the  term  grades 
they  make  in  the  courses  pursued.  The  following  table  is  used  in 
computing  scholarship  points: 

The  grade  A  yields  4  points  for  each  term  hour  of  credit  represented. 

The  grade  B  yields  3  points  for  each  term  hour  of  credit  represented. 

The  grade  C  yields  2  points  for  each  term  hour  of  credit  represented. 
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The  grade  D  yields  1  point  for  each  term  hour  of  credit  represented 
The  grade  E  yields  no  points. 

The  mark  F  substracts  1  point  for  each  term  hour  represented. 

NUMBEB  OF  SCHOLABSHIP  POINTS   REQUIRED  FOR  GRADUATION. — One- 

hundred-sixty  scholarship  points  are  required  of  candidates  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  Two-Year  Course.  Three-hundred-fifty  scholarship  points 
are  required  of  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

NumbS:r  of  Scholarship  Points  Required  for  Place  on  Honor 
Roll. — To  win  a  place  on  the  honor  roll,  a  student  must  earn  at  least 
three;  times  as  many  scholarship  points  as  term  hours  of  credit. 

Maximum  Load  Determined  by  Number  of  Scholarship  Points 
Earned. — Every  student  is  permitted  to  take  as  many  as  sixteen  or 
eighteen  term  hours  of  work  during  his  first  term  in  residence.  There- 
after the  maximum  load  he  may  take  is  determined  by  the  number  of 
scholarship  points  earned  in  the  preceding  term.  For  thds  purpose  the 
following  scale  is  used: 

Load  permitted  is — 

12  hours.,  if  under  3  points  were  earned  preceding  term. 

13  hours . .  if    3  to    6  points  were  earned  preceding  term. 

14  hours,,  if    7  to  11  points  were  earned  preceding  term. 

15  hours.,  if  12  to  17  points  were  earned  preceding  term. 

16  hours . .  if  18  to  24  points  were  earned  preceding  term. 

17  hours.,  if  25  to  32  points  were  earned  preceding  term. 

18  hours.,  if  33  to  41  points  were  earned  preceding  term. 
Students  earning  more  than  41  points  may,  by  special  faculty  action, 

be  allowed  to  carry  even  more  than  18  hours. 

Exception  to  this  scale  may  be  made  in  the  case  of  a  student  who 
presents  satisfactory  evidence  that  illness  caused  him  to  make  an  un- 
usually low  record  the  preceding  term. 

2.  No  student  is  permitted  to  begin  student  teaching  in  the  fifth 
term  if  his  record  shows  fewer  than  8%  points  under  the  old  point  sys- 
tem or  90  points  under  the  new  point  system.  Those  who  do  their  stu- 
dent teaching  in  the  sixth  term  or  later  must  offer  a  proportionate 
number  of  points. 

3.  Experienced  teachers  and  mature  students  who  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  adequate  preparation,  may  be  permitted  to  earn  credits 
in  subjects,  by  examination  under  the  following  conditions,  to-wit: 
(a)  Written  permission  shall  be  obtained  from  the  President  of  the 
college;  (b)  the  fee  of  $5  must  be  paid  in  advance;  (c)  the  applicsunt 
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shall  be  at  least  21  years  of  age;  (d)  he  shall  have  had  five  or  more 
years  of  experience  as  a  teacher;  (e)  each  examination  shall  cover 
a  period  of  not  fewer  than  four  hours. 

The  Normal  believes  in  a  high  quality  of  work;  hence  those  who 
cannot  or  will  not  meet  proper  standards  will  be  asked  to  withdraw 
from  the  College  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  nine  months. 

4.  Students  in  town  carrying  the  full  load  of  work  must  abide  by 
club  rules  for  study  hours  and  not  go  out  oin  week  nights  without 
the  special  permission  of  the  President. 

5.  Students  carrying  more  than  one  back  subject  cannot  have  their 
classification  advanced  unless  they  have  credits  ahead  to  compensate. 
Back  subjects  must  be  scheduled  first. 

6.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  take  examination  to  remove  a  con- 
dition without  permission  of  the  President  and  without  payment  of  a 
fee  of  <»ie  dollar.  Such  examination  is  not  to  be  given  until  thirty 
days  after  the  condition  is  recorded.  Records  of  such  examination 
are  to  be  made  on  regulation  slips  by  the  instructor  and  are  to  be 
iipproved  by  the  President. 

7.  No  student  is  permitted  to  enter  the  two-year  course  at  any 
point  above  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  or  2 — 1  class.  This 
imposes  a  resident  attendance  on  all  candidates  for  the  two-year 
diploma  of  not  less  than  three  terms  or  nine  months. 

8.  A  student  who  has  taken  a  subject  two  or  more  times  without 
making  a  credit  in  it  may,  upon  recommendation  of  his  teacher,  be 
given  permission  by  the  committee  on  studies  and  credits  to  substitute 
another  subject  of  equal  value. 

9.  Half  credits  are  allowed  for  satisfactory  work  done  in  normal 
subjects  during  the  first  half  of  a  term.  The  remaining  half  credits 
may  be  made  during  the  second  half  of  any  term  within  fifteen 
months. 

10.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  drop  a  subject  during  a  term  with- 
out permission  of  the  committee  on  studies  and  credits. 

11.  When  it  becomes  evident  that  a  student  will  not  pass  in  a  sub- 
ject, the  committee  on  studies  and  credits  and  the  teacher  concerned 
may  consider  the  advisability  of  his  dropping  such  subject. 

12.  Credits  earned  in  penmanship  and  English  composition  are  con- 
ditional.  That  is,  students  who  fail  to  maintain  an  acceptable  standard 
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of  writing  or  composition  in  other  subjects  in  later  terms  may  forfeit 
credits  already  earned  and  be  compelled  to  repeat  those  subjects  in 
class. 

13.  No  student  is  allowed  during  a  term  to  engage  in  more  than 
the  equivalent  of  two  major  activities.  Two  minors  are  equivalent  to 
one  major.  Following  are  lists  of  major  and  minor  activities  to  which 
this  rule  applies,  to-wit:

EXPENSES 
TUITION  AND  FEES 

Tuition  is  free  in  all  departments,  except  the  School  of  Music.  For 
schedule  of  fees  in  music,  see  page  75.  No  charges,  however,  are  made 
for  instruction  in  public  school  music  or  to  members  of  the  orchestra, 
guitar  and  mandolin  club  or  choral  society. 

The  registration  fee  is  $5.00  a  quarter  of  twelve  weeks  and  is 
payable  in  advance.  This  covers  all  charges  for  incidentals,  library, 
lyceum,  athletics  and  student  publications.  Students  pursuing  labora- 
tory courses  in  the  sciences  are  charged  fees  to  defray  the  cost  of  ma- 
terials and  supplies  consumed.  The  amount  of  the  fees  charged  for 
laboratory  courses  is  stated  in  connection  with  the  outlines  of  the

several  subjects.  No  deduction  is  made  in  fees  when  the  attendance 
covers  only  a  fractional  part  of  a  term. 

All  students  who  fail  to  register  on  the  regular  registration  day  will 
be  charged  an  additional  fee  of  $1.00. 

A  deposit  of  $3.00  is  required  of  all  male  students  as  a  guarantee 
against  breakage  or  damage  to  the  furniture  or  other  Normal  property. 
This  fee,  less  damage,  is  returned  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  his 
course. 

A  fee  of  $1.00  is  charged  students  who  take  examination  in  any 
subject  in  order  to  remove  a  condition.  The  fee  for  examination  in 
any  subject  not  pursued  in  the  school  is  $5.00. 

The  diploma  fee  is  intended  to  cover  only  the  actual  cost  of  the 
diploma.  It  varies  according  to  the  courses  pursued  and  the  quality 
of  stock  used,  and  ranges  from  $3.00  to  $4.00. 

The  infirmary  fee,  payable  at  the  opening  of  each  term  by  every 
club  member,  is  $1.50.  This  covers  cost  of  attendance  by  the  graduate 
nurse,  service  when  sick,  and  medicine.  In  case  of  protracted  or 
serious  illness  requiring  the  service  of  a  physician,  extra  nursing  or 
pharmacy  prescriptions,  the  expenses  thus  incurred  are  charged  to  the 
patient. 

Students  pursuing  special  courses  not  leading  to  graduation  are 
charged  a  tuition  fee  of  $15.00  a  quarter.  The  same  fee  is  charged 
to  students  who  do  not  intend  to  teach  in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

BOARD  AND  LAUNDRY 

BoABD — The  rate  of  board  in  Normal  Club  is  $21.00  a  month  of 
four  weeks.  The  amount  covers  board,  lodging,  lights,  water,  heat, 
and  service;  and  is  due  by  each  member  of  the  club  and  payable  strictly 
in  advance.  When  students  enter  after  the  beginning  of  a  scholastic 
month  or  withdraw  before  the  end,  the  charge  for  board  and  laundry 
is  $1.00  a  day.  No  refund  is  made  for  absence  from  the  club  for  any 
part  of  a  month.    The  room  is  $1.00  a  quarter. 

Club  visitors  are  charged  one  dollar  a  day.  Immediately  on  arrival, 
all  club  guests  are  required  to  procure  from  thie  treasurer  a  "Visitor's 
Card."  This  card  must  be  presented  to  the  dean  of  women  at  the 
first  meal  taken  in  the  club  by  the  guest. 

Lau>'dby — The  charge  for  laundry  is  $3.00  a  month,  payable  in 
advance.  For  this  amount,  club  members  are  entitled  to  a  service  ag- 
gregating $7.00  at  laundry  list  rates.  Laimdry  in  excess  of  this 
amount  is  charged  at  list  rates.

Total  Expenses — The  necessary  expenses  for  club  members  are  ap- 
proximately $95.00  for  the  first  term  of  attendance  and  $85.00  there- 
after. Each  term  consists  of  twelve  weeks.  For  a  term  of  twelve 
weeks,  expenses  are  as  follows:

Hereafter,  club  students  will  be  required  to  pay  the  full  amount  at 
the  time  of  registration.  Since  a  deposit  covering)  the  full  list  price  of 
books  is  required  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  (see  below),  each  stu- 
dent will  need  about  $10.00  in  addition  to  the  above  total  when  he 
first  enters.  The  foregoing  estimate  of  expenses  does  not  include 
laboratory  fees. 


TEXTBOOKS 

All  textbooks  used  in  the  college  are  on  sale  at  the  bookstore,  which 
is  open  daily  before  and  after  school  hours  and  at  all  intermissions. 
Textbooks  may  be  either  purchased  or  rented.  They  are  sold  at  list 
prices,  or  rented  for  a  term  at  25  per  cent,  of  such  list  prices. 

When  textbooks  are  rented,  the  full  list  price  is  charged  against  the 
student's  deposit  for  books.  At  the  end  of  the  quarter,  when  the  books 
are  returned,  credit  is  given  his  account  for  75  per  cent,  of  the  price  of 
the  books.  Each  textbook  transaction  is  recorded  on  a  label  inside  the 
front  cover  of  the  book. 

Books  offered  for  refund  must  not  show  mutilation,  pencil  or  ink 
marks,  or  unreasonable  wear,  and  must  be  returned  not  later  than  the 
last  day  of  the  quarter  in  which  they  are  rented.  For  special  reasons  a 
textbook  may  occasionally  be  taken  off  the  list  of  rented  books.  In 
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such  cases  the  book  is  sold  at  list  price;  or,  if  such  book  ,ha8  been 
rented  for  one  or  more  quarters,  it  is  sold  at  list  price  less  rental 
previously  received. 

THE  BOARDING  DEPARTMENT 

NORMAL  CLUB 

Under  the  name  of  Normal  Club,  the  college  has  conducted  for 
maoiy  years,  in  a  semi-official  manner,  a  boarding  and  dormitory  de- 
partment. The  President  of  the  school  is  the  president  of  the  club  and 
has  general  control  of  its  business  management  and  discipline. 

The  young  women  of  the  club  are  under  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Dean  of  Women.  Permits  to  visit  home  and  other  privileges 
are  granted  by  the  Dean  with  the  approval  of  the  President.  The  dis- 
cipline of  the  students  in  the  men's  dormitories  is  vested  in  the  Proctor. 
To  him  all  men  in  the  club  must  apply  for  special  permits  and  privileges 
of  any  sort. 

Each  dormitory  is  in  charge  of  a  matron,  who  is  responsible  for  the 
discipline  of  the  students  in  her  charge.  The  students  of  each  dormitory 
are  required  to  observe  proper  decorum,  respect  the  rights  of  others, 
and  yield  strict  obedience  to  the  matron  in  charge. 

Eleven  dormitories  are  in  use  by  the  club,  nine  for  women  and  two 
for  men.  Of  these,  three  of  the  women's  dormitories  are  of  re-inforced 
concrete;  four  are  frame,  and  two  are  summer  houses  with  sleeping 
porches. 

There  are  now  dormitory  and  dining-room  accommodations  on  the 
Normal  grounds  for  nine  hundred  women  and  one  hundred  sixty 
men. 

Members  of  the  club  are  required  to  make  up  their  beds,  clean  their 
rooms  thoroughly  on  Saturday  mornings,  and  keep  them  in  order  ajid 
neat  appearance  throughout  the  week.  Daily  service  in  rooms  is  fur- 
iished  by  the  club,  being  included  in  the  charges  for  board.  Inspection 
of  rooms  is  made  at  intervals  by  the  President,  accompanied  by  the 
lady  in  charge  of  each  dormitory. 

Assignments  to  rooms  are  made  hy  the  Dean  of  Women,  and  prefer- 
ence is  given  to  students  who  are  already  members  of  the  chih.  New 
students  are  not  permitted  to  select  rooms. 

All  dormitories  are  kept  in  strictly  neat  and  sanitary  condition. 
Sanitary  toilets  are  provided  in  every  building;  and  every  club  member 
has  free  access,  under  club  rules,  to  bath  rooms  or  showers  found  in 
each  dormitory.  All  bath  tubs  are  the  best  enameled,  and  are  provided 
with  hot  and  cold  water. 
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All  bedrooms  are  comfortable  and  properly  equipped  with  single 
beds,  mattresses,  chairs,  table,  dresser,  closets,  washstand  or  lavatory, 
steam  heat,  and  electric  light.  Students  provide  their  own  pillows, 
sheets,  blankets,  bedspreads,  towels  and  napkins.  Beds  are  single  size. 
Sheets  should  be  54  x  90  inches  in  size.  Feather  beds  and  cotton  com- 
forts and  quilts  are  not  allowed  in  the  dormitories.  Each  club  girl 
must  be  provided  with  umbrella,  rubber  shoes,  and  raincoat. 

In  the  fall,  winter  and  spring,  breakfast  is  serv^ed  at  7:30  o'clock; 
lunohieon  at  12:20;  dinner  at  5:00.  In  the  summer  term,  the  hours  are 
changed  to  suit  conditions. 

No  rising  hour  is  prescribed.  Negligee  dress  is  not  allowed  in  the 
dining  room. 

It  is  harmful  for  students  to  have  too  much  spending  money. 

Parents  are  advised  to  have  their  daughters'  clothing  made  at  home, 
and  to  give  strict  orders  against  absurd  and  needless  alterations,  too 
frequently  made  by  students  to  conform  with  extravagant  and  extreme 
fashions.  Simplicity  in  dress  is  insisted  upon,  and  modesty  of  attire 
is  demamded  of  all  young  icomen  of  the  school.  Students  possessing 
dresses  which  are  considered  immodest  by  thie  Dean  of  Women  will  be 
required  to  return  such  clothing  to  their  homes. 

The  cashier  receives  deposits  from  club  members  and  pays  money 
drawn  against  these  deposits.  The  club  becomes  responsible  for 
deposits. 

Club  members  are  advised  to  deposit  their  money  immediately  after 
arriving.  Money  in  excess  of  fifty  cents  must  not  he  kept  in  bedrooms 
at  any  time. 

Clothing,  towels,  napkins,  and  bed  linen  should  be  marked  with  the 
owner's  full  name,  not  with  initials  only. 

Trunks  and  handbags  should  ihiave  the  owner's  name  and  address 
printed  on  them.    Initials  and  cards  are  insufficient. 

New  students  should  give  notice  a  day  or  two  in  advance  of  their 
coming,  so  that  they  may  be  met  at  the  station. 

The  beautiful  Normal  Hill  and  campus  are  the  home  recreation 
grounds  of  the  members  of  the  club  after  school  closes  in  the  afternoon. 

Discipline  in  the  Men's  Dormitories — The  Proctor,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty,  ihas  complete  supervision  of  the  men  in  the  dor- 
mitories. He  is  assisted  by  a  committee  of  three  students,  selected  by 
the  men  with  the  approval  of  the  President. 

The  club  is  self-governing  in  that  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
dormitories  are  adopted  by  the  members,  and  violations  are  first  dealt 
with  by  the  student  committee.  Respect  for  the  rights  of  others  and 
of  the  school  and  geintlemanly  conduct  on  the  part  of  all  members  are 
the  guiding  principles  of  the  Men's  Boarding  Club. 
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DisciPLiXE  IN  THE  NoBMAL  Club — ^The  YOung  women  of  the  boarding 
department  are  in  charge  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  a  lady  who  has  been 
selected  by  reason  of  superioY*  mental  and.  moral  fitness  for  the  re- 
sponsible position  she  occupies.  Her  duties  are  to  counsel  students  in 
her  charge  and  to  exercise  parental  supervision  over  them  while  they 
are  students  of  the  school.  The  Dean  seeks  to  gain  and  merit  the  con- 
fidence of  the  young  women  and  to  advise  and  befriend  them  as  occasion 
arises,  either  in  club  life  or  in  school  work.  Every  club  member  receives 
the  consideration  and  courtesies  due  a  lady  and  is  trusted  as  such. 
If  any  show  themselves  unworthy  of  such  confidence,  they  are  requested 
to  withdraw. 

The  discipline  in  the  several  dormitories  is  in  the  hands  of  the  ma- 
trons, who  are  members  of  the  faculty  living  in  the  club.  The  matrons 
act  under  the  authority  and  supervision  of  the  Dean,  and  are  assisted 
by  floor  monitors  selected  from  among  the  students. 

CLUB  RULES 

L  Upon  arrival  in  Natchitoches  students  must  come  directly  to  the 
school  and  not  stay  at  hotels.  The  young  women  should  report  at  once 
to  the  Dean  and  the  men  to  the  Proctor  for  assignment  to  rooms. 

2.  On  leaving  school,  club  students  must  go  directly  to  trains  and  not 
spend  the  night  in  town. 

3.  Xo  young  woman  is  permitted  to  spend  the  night  away  from  tlie 
club.    Requests  to  this  eff"ect  will  always  be  refused. 

4.  Permits  to  visit  home  are  granted  only  in  emergencies;  but  all 
students  may  visit  their  homes  at  Thanksgiving,  Easter  and  during  the 
Qhiristmas  Holidays.  Application  for  such  permits  must  be  made  to 
the  Dean  or  Proctor,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  written  request 
from  parent  or  guardian. 

5.  Club  students  are  allowed  to  go  to  town  once  a  week  for  shop- 
ping purposes. 

6.  Members  must  not  leave  the  grounds  without  obtaining  per- 
mission and  reporting  to  the  Dean  or  Proctor  both  on  leaving  and 
returning. 

7.  Young  women  of  the  club  are  not  permitted  to  receive  calls  from 
gentlemen. 
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8.  Thte  young  women  of  the  club  are  not  summoned  to  answer  long- 
distance telephone  calls  unless  such  calls  come  from  their  homes.  Other 
communications  must  be  made  through  the  Dean  of  Women  or  the 
Proctor. 

9.  Members  of  the  club  are  not  allowed  to  leave  their  dormitories 
after  study  bell  without  special  permission  of  the  matron  in  charge. 

10.  Club  visitors  must  obtain  the  visitor's  card  on  arrival.  (See 
directions  under  Expenses ) . 

11.  On  Sunday  club  members  must  attend  day  services  at  the 
churches  in  town. 

12.  Medicines,  food  and  matches  must  not  be  kept  in  bedrooms. 
No  narcotic,  intoxicant,  or  poisonous  substances  are  allowed  under  any 
circumstances.  Remedies  for  simple  ailments  incident  to  school  life 
are  kept  and  dispensed  by  the  nurse.  When  a  student  is  sick  enough 
to  need  the  attention  of  a  physician,  she  is  taken  to  the  infirmary  and 
placed  in  charge  of  the  graduate  nurse. 

13.  For  minor  violation  of  the  club  rules,  a  member  may  be  put 
under  arrest,  which  means  forfeiture  of  privileges  for  the  time.  For 
any  grave  violation  of  rules  or  of  propriety,  for  continuous  neglect  of 
duty,  or  unbecoming  conduct,  the  penalty  is  suspension  or  dismissal. 

14.  Nearly  all  club  members  are  preparing  themselves  for  their  life 
work,  many  of  them  at  their  own  expense.  And  with  students  of  this 
class  the  largest  possible  liberty  may  be  safely  allowed.  Every  feature 
of  the  club  management  rests  on  the  assumption  that  the  students  are 
capable  of  self-control,  and  that  they  desire  to  advance  the  interests 
and  welfare  of  the  club. 

BOARD  IN  TOWN 

Boarding  houses  will  be  recommended  on  application.  The  price 
of  board  in  private  families  ranges  from  twenty-five  to  thirty-five 
dollars  a  month.  Laundry  costs  from  three  to  five  dollars  a  month. 
Students  boarding  in  town  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  assistant 
dean.  Thorough  cooperation  prevails  between  the  college  and  the  hoiaes 
in  which  our  students  board. 

THE  SOCIAL  ROOM 

During  the  fall  of  1919  a  part  of  the  lower  floor  of  the  old  Model 
School  building  was  remodeled  and  converted  into  a  reception  room 
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with  a  floor  space  of  approximately  2450  square  feet.  This  room  is 
homelike,  bright,  sunny,  and  well  lighted.  It  is  used  by  the  faculty 
and  young  women  of  the  boarding  department  as  a  reception  room  for 
parents,  friends  from  a  distance  and  other  guests.  The  students  fre- 
quently assemble  in  it  for  a  social  hour  in  the  early  evening  before 
the  beginning  of  the  study  period.  Meetings  of  the  religious  organiza- 
tions, class  receptions,  alumni  receptions  and  all  social  functions  that 
do  not  include  the  entire  student  body,  are  held  in  this  place. 

It  is  intended  that  the  use  of  this  Social  Room  shall  serve  the  double 
purpose  of  satisfying  the  present  social  needs  of  the  young  people 
of  the  school  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  valuable  training  by  giving 
them  acquaintanceship  and  practice  in  social  customs  in  conformity  with 
the  best  standards  of  the  day. 

The  Dean's  apartments  are  on  the  same  floor  as  the  Social  Room. 
She  assists  and  advises  the  young  women  in  planning  their  entertain- 
ments and  chaperons  all  social  functions. 

PROPERTY  AND  EQUIPMENT 
BUILDINGS  AND  LAND 

Caldwell  Hall — This  building  was  erected  in  1906,  at  a  cost  of 
$119,000.  It  contains  thirty -four  classrooms,  the  oflBces  of  administra- 
tion, 4,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  for  the  library,  five  rooms  for  the 
School  of  Music,  cloak  and  storerooms,  and  a  handsome  auditorium, 
having  a  seating  capacity  of  750.  In  thte  basement  are  extensive  toilets, 
the  machinery  for  a  hot-air  heating  system  and  for  a  cool-air  ventilating 
system,  and  class  and  storerooms  for  the  manual  training  department. 

Practice  School  Building — ^This  is  a  three-story  brick  building 
measuring  95  by  156  feet.  It  was  completed  April  1,  1913,  and  has 
been  used  since  then  by  the  practice  school.  The  cost  of  the  building 
is  $65,000,  of  which  amount  $50,000  was  paid  for  by  a  bond  issue  voted 
in  the  First  Ward  of  Natchitoches  Parish  on  February  8,  1912. 

Boyd  Hall — This  is  a  large  frame  building  erected  in  1895,  under 
the  administration  of  Col.  Thos.  D.  Boyd.  During  the  summer  of  1912 
the  building  was  moved  to  a  position  near  the  power  house  and  parallel 
to  the  main  building,  the  change  having  been  made  to  afford  a  proper 
location  for  the  new  practice  school  building. 

Boyd  Hall  is  now  used  exclusively  for  academic  purposes.  On  the 
first  floor  are  found  the  home  economics  department,  the  chemistry 
classroom  and  laboratory,  classrooms  for  the  department  of  rural 
training,  and  several  offices.   The  second  floor  is  used  for  regular  class-

rooms,  and  the  biological  classroom  and  laboratory.  On  the  third 
floor  are  found  the  physics  classroom  and  laboratory. 

Dining  Hall — This  is  a  two-story  concrete  structure  at  the  western 
extremity  of  the  dormitory  court.  It  was  erected  during  1911.  The 
main  dining  room  has  accommodations  for  1,000  students.  The  kitchen, 
thoroughly  equipped,  is  fireproof.  The  fireproof  pantries,  a  work  room 
for  the  preparation  of  food,  two  offices  for  the  matron,  a  chafing-dish 
room,  a  linen  room,  and  a  reception  room  complete  the  first  floor.  The 
second  story  contains  sixteen  bedrooms  with  accommodations  for  thirty 
young  lady  students.  For  these,  bathrooms  and  sanitary  conveniences 
are  provided.  The  dean's  quarters  are  on  the  second  floor.  Two  con- 
crete walks  lead  from  the  academic  court  to  the  dining  hall. 

DORMITORIES 

Women's  Dormitobies — Three  re-inforced  concrete  dormitories  have 
been  erected  as  part  of  the  living  accommodations  for  women.  They 
are  designated  as  A,  B,  and  C.  The  first  was  erected  in  1910  at  a 
cost  of  $30,000,  and  houses  ninety-six  students,  two  to  the  room.  "B" 
was  erected  in  1912,  cost  $38,000,  and  accommodates  one  hundred 
sixteen  girls.  "C"  was  built  in  1922,  cost  $67,500,  is  equipped  with  a 
large  two-story  sleeping  annex,  and  houses  one  hundred  forty-four 
students,  three  to  the  room.  In  structure  and  design  the  three  dormi- 
tories are  similar.  Each  dormitory  is  equipped  with  shower  baths,  ample 
sanitary  toilets,  rooms  equipped  with)  electric  irons  and  trunk  rooms. 
All  buildings  are  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam.  Concrete 
pavements  lead  from  the  dormitories  westward  to  the  dining  hall,  and 
eastward  to  the  academic  court. 

Cottage  number  3,  erected  in  1924,  is  a  one  story  structure  built  in 
the  form  of  a  U.  The  main  section  is  325  feet  long  and  22  feet  wide, 
and  the  two  ells  are  each  105  feet  long  and  22  feet  wide.  There  are 
thirty  rooms  with  sleeping  porches  attached.  The  building  is  furnished 
with  steam  heat,  hot  and  cold  water,  electric  lights,  and  sanitary  ar- 
rangements throughout. 

Other  Dobmitories — The  school  also  uses  as  dormitories  the  fol- 
lowing: East  Hall  and  West  Hall,  commodious  old  frame  buildings, 
erected  in  19211  for  use  as  sleeping  quarters  by  the  young  women  room- 
the  infirmary  is  located;  and  three  summer  "shacks"  used  as  dormi- 
tories during  the  summer  term.  The  total  dormitory  capacity  of  these 
frame  buildings  is  500. 

Men's  Dobmitoby — Thisf  building,  located  west  of  the  athletic  field, 
was  erected  in   1922,  and  occupied  first  on   December   14.     It  is 
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constructed  of  brick,  on  a  concrete  foundation.  Tlie  basement  contains 
trunk  and  boiler  rooms;  on  the  first  floor  are  twenty-four  bedrooms, 
parlor,  shower  and  toilet  rooms;  on  the  second  floor  are  twenty-seven 
bedrooms  and  the  matron's  apartment.    The  building  cost  $70,000. 

Sleeping  Pavilions — Two  large  two-story  open  pavilions  were 
erected  in  1921  for  use  as  sleeping  quarters  by  the  young  women  room- 
ing in  A  and  B  dormitories  during  the  summefi  session. 

Gymnasium — Thds  attractive  building  was  completed  in  the  fall  of 
1923,  at  a  cost  of  $65,000.  Located  on  the  site  of  the  old  dormitory 
for  men,  it  faces  the  Jefferson  Highlway  and  the  athletic  field,  and  is 
within  easy  access  of  the  academic  court.  The  gymnasium  contains  the 
following  rooms.  The  main  gymnasium  room  55x102  ft.;  two  rooms  for 
gymnastics,  35x50  ft.;  three  classrooms,  an  office,  a  room  for  physical 
and  medical  examinations ;  and  ample  showers  and  lockers.  The  main 
gymnasium  hall  has  an  indoor  track,  and  the  building  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  usual  gymnasium  apparatus. 

CoNOSETE  Laundey — This  is  a  one-story,  fireproof,  concrete  building. 
Jt  IB  of  sufl&cient  capacity  to  serve  800  students.  All  irons  are  heated 
by  electricity.    Steam  drying  is  employed. 

Daiby  Barn — This  handsome  modern  concrete  building  was  erected 
at  the  expense  and  for  the  use  of  the  Normal  Club.  It  is  fireproof  in 
every  respect,  has  fifty  stalls,  and  is  so  constructed  as  to  make  possible 
the  application  of  the  most  approved  sanitary  measures.  The  bam  floor 
is  of  concrete,  with  stalls,  gutters,  troughs,  etc.,  so  arranged  as  to  per- 
mit the  use  of  water  hose  for  cleaning  purposes.  The  stalls  are  the 
James  Improved  Sanitary,  and  the  barn  is  equipped  with  an  overhead 
litter  carrier.  The  capacity  of  the  two  silos  is  150,  tons.  The  milk  room 
is  on  the  first  floor.  The  Normal  jersey  herd  is  made  up  of  seventy 
carefully  selected  cows  and  the  milk  production  runs  as  high  as  150 
gallons  a  day. 

The  Conobete  Power  House — ^This  building  was  erected  in  1913  at  a 
cost  of  $4,000.  It  has  a  floor  area  40x50  feet,  with  a  flat  roof  21 
feet  above  the  floor.  It  is  of  reinforced  concrete  and  has  extensive 
glass  windows  at  each  end.  The  power  house  supplies  electricity  for 
lighting  all  academic  buildings,  dormitories  and  dwellings,  for  operating 
electric  fans  during  the  summer  quarter,  and  for  hJeating  the  electric 
irons  in  the  laundry;  and  steam  for  operating  the  hot-air  system  in 
the  main  building  and  heating  the  other  school  buildings  and  dormi- 
tories. 
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Otheb  BuiLomGS — The  President's  Cottage  is  a  two-story  frame 
dwelling,  standing  west  of  the  Second  Street  entrance.  South  of  the 
women's  dormitories  are  four  cottages,  occupied  by  employees  of  the 
school.  The  stock  barn  is  a  frame  structure,  50x90  feet,  withi  stall 
space  for  fifty  head  of  cattle  and  twelve  horses  and  mules;  it  contains 
besides  a  carriage  room,  grain  bins,  and  a  hay  loft  of  ample  capacity. 
To  the  rear  of  the  stock  barn  stands  the  wagon  and  implement  shed, 
erected  in  1913;  it  is  20x100  feet.  A  lumber  shed,  a  hay  bam  for 
dairy  cows,  a  calf  barn,  a  poultry  house,  a  brooder  house,  two  coal  bins, 
a  canning  house,  a  slaughter  pen,  a  feed  shed,  a  shed  for  wagonettes 
and  teams,  a  large  storeroom,  and  a  workman's  cabin,  complete  the 
present  equipment  of  buildings. 

The  installation  of  the  new  $9500  refrigerating  plant,  fall  1923,  will 
do  much  to  safeguard  the  healthi  of  the  student  body.  A  direct  ex- 
pansion ammonia  compressor  of  the  Frick  type  makes  it  possible  to 
keep  four  rooms  below  the  freezing  point,  and  at  the  same  time  pro- 
duce one  and  one-half  tons  of  ice  a  day. 

Water  Works — In  1914  a  water  works  system  was  installed  at  a 
cost  of  $8,000.  At  first  it  consisted  of  a  deep  well  equipped  with  pump, 
pumphead  and  ten-horsepower  motor,  and  6,500  feet  of  6-inch  water 
main  connecting  the  well  and  the  30,000-gallon  water  tank  on  the 
main  campus.  In  the  early  part  of  1916  a  second  well  with  pumping 
equipment  was  added,  the  old  swimming  pool  was  converted  into  a 
water  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  80,000  gallons,  and  a  fire  pump  was 
installed  having  a  capacity  of  5,000  gallons  a  minute.  Since  1914,  a 
total  of  eight  wells  have  been  sunk,  of  which  four  are  now  in  use. 
In  1920,  a  reservoir  of  50,000  gallons  capacity  was  constructed  at  the 
water  plant,  into  which  the  water  from  the  well  is  now  raised  by  com- 
pressed air  and  from  which  it  is  forced  to  the  main  reservoir  by  a 
rotary  pump. 

Swimming  Pool — .For  the  use  of  the  young  women  of  the  college  the 
new  concrete  swimming  pool  was  built  in  1916.  Its  dimensions  are  30 
by  100  feet,  and  the  depth  varies  from  4  to  8  feet.  While  in  use  during 
the  summer  months  a  constant  flow  of  water  pours  into  the  pool 
from  a  salt-water  well.  The  pool  is  suitably  enclosed  and  is  equipped 
with  fifteen  fresh-water  showers. 

Covered  Walks — As  a  protection  against  sun  and  rain,  covered  walks 
more  than  1600  feet  in  length  have  been  constructed,  extending  from 
the  academic  buildings  to  the  dormitories  and  the  dining  hall. 

Light  and  Heat — All  dormitories,  including  the  dining  hall  and  two 
of  the  academic  buildings,  are  heated  by  steam,  the  Warren- Webster 
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system  being  used.  The  main  academic  building  is  heated  by  a  plenum 
and  exhaust  system. 

Land — Besides  the  original  tract  purchased  by  the  town  and  parish 
of  Natchitoches  for  the  use  of  the  college,  additional  land  has  recently 
been  purchased,  including  62,83  acres  bought  in  1914  to  control  the 
water  shed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new  well.  The  college  now  owns  410 
acres  of  land.  The  campus  occupies  about  twenty-five  acres ;  the  athletic 
grounds,  eight  acres;  the  garden,  ten  acres;  the  fields,  seventy  acres: 
the  pecan  grove,  twenty-five  acres,  and  the  remainder  is  in  open  and 
wood  pasture. 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  training  school  is  domiciled  in  a  large  and  commodious  building 
erected  in  1912-13.  It  contains  eleven  large  class  rooms,  twenty -eight 
small  rooms  used  for  student  teaching,  offices,  and  laboratory  work 
rooms,  a  home  economics  and  manual  training  department,  toilets, 
locker  rooms  and  shower  baths,  gj-mnasium  or  lunch  room,  an  audi- 
torium and  a  library. 

The  school  receives  the  public  school  children  of  the  town  and  ad- 
jacent community  and  has  an  enrollment  of  more  than  400  pupils.  It 
is  maintained  jointly  by  the  Natchitoches  Parish  School  Board  and  the 
State  Normal  College. 

The  training  school  provides  instruction  in  all  the  grades  from  the 
primary  through  the  seventh,  in  all  subjects  required  by  the  state  course 
of  study. 

All  the  work  in  education  and  teacher  training  is  done  in  the  train- 
ing school  building.  Thus  the  Normal  students  are  trained  to  go  in  and 
out  among  the  pupils  of  the  public  schbol  from  the  time  they  enter. 

THE  LIBRARY 

The  library  occupies  two  commodious  rooms  in  the  third  story  of 
Caldwell  Hall,  covering  a  floor  space  of  more  than  4,000  square  feet. 
It  is  open  all  day  and  in  the  evening  of  every  day  except  Sunday. 

Every  eff'ort  is  made  to  make  it  a  valuable  workshop  for  the  student. 
During  six  periods  of  each  day  the  librarian  gives  instruction  on  the 
proper  use  of  the  library  and  best  sources  of  information  to  groups  of 
students  of  the  first  and  second  terms. 

The  student  is  allowed  to  draw  as  many  as  two  books  from  the  library 
for  a  period  of  time  varying  from  over  night  to  two  weeks,  and  gov- 
erned by  the  demajid  for  each  book.    In  order  to  do  this,  however,  the 
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student  must  report  with  the  book  or  books  at  the  librarian's  desk, 
and  register  as  instructed.  Taking  books  out  of  the  library  without 
registering  as  directed  is  considered  and  dealt  with  by  the  college 
authorities  as  an  act  of  dishonesty.  Students  are  also  expected  to 
maintain  absolute  quiet  in  the  library,  and  apply  themselves  strictly 
to  the  work  in  hand. 

The  collection  of  books  consists  of  2.3,488  volumes,  including  16,533 
reference  and  general  literature  books,  794  bound  volumes  of  magazines, 
and  6161  government  documents.  All  books  and  pamphlets  of  perma- 
nent value  are  classified  in  accordance  with  the  Dewey  System,  and 
are  rendered  accessible  by  a  dictionary  catalog,  containing  author,  sub- 
ject, title,  and  analytical  cards. 

The  magazine  and  newspaper  racks  contain  about  eighty  periodicals. 
The  subject  matter  in  these,  as  well  as  that  in  the  bound  volumes  of 
the  magazines,  is  made  available  for  use  by  the  Readers'  Guide  to 
Periodical  Literature. 

LABORATORIES 

Agricultubal  Laboratory — ^The  agricultural  laboratory  is  supplied 
with  five  separate  desk  sinks,  and  with  table  space  and  individual 
lockers  to  accommodate  twenty  students  at  one  time.  Flowing  hot 
and  cold  water  is  always  at  hiand.  The  equipment  includes  apparatus 
and  materials  for  work  in  the  following  subjects: 

L  Soils — This  comprises  a  collection  of  forty  samples  of  soil-forming 
rocks,  stock  samples  of  different  types  of  soils,  hand  magnifiers  and 
compound  microscopes  for  soil  examination,  pans,  scales  and  delicate 
balances,  soil  chimney  and  tubes,  soil  thermometers,  fertilizers  and 
chemicals  and  other  common  equipments. 

2.  Crops — There  are  samples  of  crop  plants,  crop  seeds  and  crop 
products.  There  are  magnifiers,  balances  and  other  necessary  apparatus 
for  seed  analysis  and  germination.  The  school  farm  affords  oppor- 
tunity for  first-hand  study  of  the  different  operations  in  field-crop  pro- 
duction and  for  a  study  of  tillage  and  harvesting  machinery. 

3.  Horticulture  and  Gardening — A  collection  of  garden  seeds  and  a 
set  of  charts  are  used  for  illustration.  A  glass  house,  hiotbeds,  cold 
frames  and  individual  gardens  and  a  full  equipment  of  garden  tools 
are  used  for  practical  work  by  students.  A  vegetable  drier  and  a  well- 
equipped  canning  house  are  available  for  work  in  the  preservation  of 
fruits  and  vegetables.  There  are  modern  pruning  and  grafting  tools 
and  spraying  machinery.  A  ten-acre  commercial  garden  which  belongs 
to  the  school  is  constantly  accessible  for  observation  and  study. 
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4.  Animal  Husbandry  and  Dairying — For  the  dairy  work  the  equip- 
ment consists  of  Babcock  testers  with  necessary  glassware,  thermometer, 
lactometers,  burettes,  beakers  and  necessary  chemicals  for  the  acid 
test,  sediment  testers,  cream  balances  and  moisture  test  scales.  There 
are  also  separators,  churns,  butterworker,  butter  molds,  and  a  cheese- 
making  outfit.  The  large  sanitary  dairy  on  the  school  farm  is  made  use 
of  in  this  work. 

For  the  work  in  animal  husbandry  there  are  illustrative  and  physio- 
logical charts,  and  a  lantern  is  available  for  the  showing  of  slides.  The 
beef  cattle  and  pure-bred  dairy  cattle,  swine  and  poultry  furnish  ma- 
terial for  illustration.  The  weekly  killing  of  animals  in  the  slaughter 
house  on  the  college  farm  gives  convenient  opportunity  for  the  study 
of  carcasses. 

Museum — ^The  Williamson  Museum,  housed  on  the  second  floor  of 
Boyd  Hall,  was  established  by  the  State  Normal  Alumni  Association 
in  1921.  It  contains  a  valuable  collection  of  Indian  relics  donated  to 
the  Association  by  Prof.  George  Williamson  in  whose  honor  the  museum 
is  named. 

Bacteriological  Laboratory — For  the  laboratory  work  in  bac- 
teriology there  is  a  well-lighted  room  equipped  with  sinks,  desks 
and  individual  lockers  to  accommodate  fifteen  students  at  one  time. 
In  addition  to  an  ample  equipment  of  stoves,  boilers,  glassware,  and 
chemicals  there  are  an  incubator  and  a  dry-air  sterilizer,  autoclave,  and 
compound  microscopes. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  recitation  room  occupy  two  large, 
well-lighted  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  Boyd  Hall.  Thiey  have  an 
abundant  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  and  are  lighted  by  electricity. 

The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  the  following  apparatus:  One 
Bausch  and  Lomb  Universal  Balopticctn  complete,  with  attachments 
for  lantern  slides,  opaque  projection,  microscopic  and  chemical  experi- 
ments. The  list  of  slides  for  biologic  work  embraces  100  colored  slides 
of  Louisiana  birds  and  their  homes,  50  slides  showing  relation  of  birds 
to  insects,  40  slides  of  economic  insects,  about  60  slides  of  invertebrate 
and  vertebrate  types  of  zoology,  40  slides  of  forestry,  30  of  algae,  30 
of  fungi,  40  of  flowering  plants  and  pollination,  and  30  of  Louisiana 
crops. 

For  physiology  the  laboratory  contains  numerous  lantern  slides, 
casts  of  nearly  all  important  parts  of  the  body,  an  articulated  skeleton 
and  other  suitable  apparatus. 
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The  laboratory  is  also  supplied  with  36  compound  microscopes,  60 
m^ignifiers,  dissecting  instruments,  glassware  for  experiments,  pre- 
serving jars,  scales,  barometers,  thermometers,  and  chemicals. 

There  are  10  large  wall  cases  with  glass  fronts  filled  with  specimens 
of  animals  and  plants  preserved  in  formalin.  A  good  herbarium  with 
specimens  of  most  useful  and  interesting  flowers  and  plants  of  this 
vicinity  is  also  available. 

A  good  working  collection  of  fossil  plants  and  animals  and  also  of 
minerals  is  found  in  the  laboratory. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  on  the  first  floor  of  Boyd  Hall,  and 
is  equipped  with  table  space  enough  to  accommodate  forty  students  at 
one  time.  Gas  and  water  are  at  hand  at  each  of  the  forty  places.  The 
laboratory  is  equipped  with  chemicals  and  apparatus  for  courses  in 
qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis  and  in  the  preparation  of  inorgan- 
ic substances  and  organic  compounds.  In  addition  to  the  above  appara- 
tus there  are  crucible  and  muffle  furnaces,  where  very  high  temperature 
may  be  had,  blast  lamps,  scales  for  ordinary  work  and  electrolysis  ap- 
paratus. The  lecture  room  contains  a  table  for  demonstration  work, 
which  is  equipped  with  water  and  gas.  There  are  pieces  of  apparatus 
in  sufficient  quantity  to  demonstrate  thfe  simpler  laws  of  chemistry  be- 
fore the  classes.  A  lantern  suitable  for  throwing  actual  experiments 
upon  the  screen,  is  in  the  lecture  room  and  slides  showing  industrial 
processes  are  at  hand  for  class  work.  The  laiboratory  is  equipped  with 
a  hood  which  may  be  used  by  two  groups  of  students. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  occupies  two  rooms  on  the  third  floor  of 
Boyd  Hall,  and  is  used  for  experimental  work  only.  The  rooms  are 
equipped  with  ten  tables  of  approved  type.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
some  of  the  apparatus:  Hooke's  law  apparatus,  an  Atwood  machine, 
a  crane  boom,  an  air  thermometer,  two  sensitive  chemical  balances, 
several  accurate  resistance  boxes,  two  wheatstone  wire  bridge,  a  post- 
office  box,  two  sensitive  d'Arsonval  glavanometers,  E<dison  cells,  am- 
meters, voltmeters,  etc.  Direct  current  from  the  Normal  power  house 
is  available  in  the  laboratory  for  the  charging  of  storage  batteries  and 
other  uses.  The  lecture  room  is  equipped  with  a  demonstration  table 
at  which  gas  and  water  are  available.  A  projecting  lantern  is  used  in 
demonstrating  experiments.  A  large  variety  of  slides  is  at  hand  for 
use  in  this  work. 

THEj  Psychological  Laboratory  is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Training  School  building  in  connection  with  the  department  of  educa- 
tion. All  the  work  of  education  and  teacher  training  is  now  carried 
on  in  this  building.    Much  of  the  experimental  work  in  psychology  is 
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done  in  the  three  large  classroomB  by  using  the  tablet  arm  chairs  in 
lieu  of  tables.  Three  of  the  seven  smaller  rooms  adjoining  the  class- 
rooms are  used  as  offices  by  members  of  the  department;  one  is  used 
as  a  mimeograph  room,  the  remaining  three  being  used  for  the  ap- 
paratus and  materials  and  for  private  work  in  the  individual  examina- 
tion and  diagnosis  of  school  ckildren. 

The  experimental  work  in  psychology  and  education,  which  has  been 
introduced  during  the  past  year,  still  will  be  further  extended  as  rapidly 
as  funds  will  permit.  The  institution  made  an  initial  outlay  of  $500.00 
which  was  supplemented  by  $250.00  from  the  Parish  School  Fimd.  The 
followLng  is  a  list  of  the  apparatus  and  i6aterials  now  in  use: 

For  testing  physical  traits:  A  Chicago  school  scale  with  stadiometer 
attached,  wet  spirometer,  Smedley  dynamometer  with  piston  attachment 
for  making  records  through  pneumatic  pressure,  Pilling-McCallie 
audiometer,  stethoscope,  head  calipers,  anthropometric  head  type,  tap- 
ping board  with  accessories,  steadiness  of  nerve  tester,  set  of  Block's 
aethesiometers,  set  of  smell  stimuli,  set  of  taste  stimuli,  temperature 
cylinder,  pain  and  pressure  points  and  touch  stimuli,  Lowell's  type  for 
literate  and  illiterate.  McCallie's  vision  tests  for  literate  and  illiterate, 
clock-dial  astigmatic  charts,  Holmgren's  worsteds,  and  several  visual 
acuity  tests. 

For  testing  mental  traits:  Complete  set  of  materials  for  Binet-Simon 
tests,  Yerkes-Bridges  point  scale,  Porteus  tests,  DeSanctis  tests,  and 
material  in  quantity  for  the  leading  general  intelligence  tests,  as  well  as 
material  for  all  the  leading  tests  of  educational  achievement;  Healey 
picture  perception  and  construction  tests,  Healey  puzzle  box,  Goddard 
form  board  and  Cornell  form  board;  material  for  substitution  tests, 
imagination  and  memory  tests,  cognizing  test,  recognizing  memory  test, 
ethical  perception  and  judgment  tests,  analogy  tests,  assuage  test, 
etc.,  etc. 

For  record  making:  Kymograph  with  accessories,  second  pendulum, 
metronome  with  bell  and  mercury  cups,  double  electric  time  marker, 
Marey's  tambour,  electric  counter,  Whipple's  time  clock,  stop  watch, 
40  mm.  rulers,  20  mirrors  with  support.  Gem  adding  machine,  Weiss' 
circular  slide  rule,  etc.  Also  models  of  the  brain,  the  spinal  cord,  the 
ear,  etc.,  etc.,  and  preserved  specimens  of  mustelus  canis,  and  rais 
erinacea  for  dissection  and  study  of  the  central  nervous  system  and 
sense  organs. 

The  Home  Economics  DepaetmetsT  occupies  four  rooms  in  Boyd 
Hall,  and  one  large  and  two  small  rooms  in  the  practice  school  building. 
All  instruction  given  in  this  subject  to  Normal  classes  is  offered  in 
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Boyd  Hall,  excepting  the  practice  teaching.  The  latter,  along  with  the 
grade  and  high  school  work,  is  done  in  the  practice  school  building. 

The  domestic  science  laboratory  for  Normal  classes  is  a  large,  well- 
ventilated  and  well-lighted  room,  with  high  ceiling.  The  laboratory 
table,  rectangular  in  form,  has  a  total  length  of  seventy-two  feet,  and 
space  for  twenty-four  students.  Each  student  has  a  linear  space  of 
three  feet,  and  faces  the  teacher,  whose  table  is  at  the  center.  The 
laboratory  tables,  built  specially  for  work  in  cookery,  are  of  polished 
pine,  have  tile  tops  with  steel  rims  and  are  equipped  with  lockers,  draw- 
ers, kneading  boards,  gas  burners,  and  full  complements  of  utensils.  A 
large  gas  range,  glass  closets  for  ware  and  canned  products,  black- 
boards and  charts  are  also  provided.  A  fully  equipped  dining  room 
adjoins  the  cookery  laboratory. 

The  domestic  art  laboratory  for  the  sewing  and  textile  classes  occu- 
pies three  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  Boyd  Hall.  It  is  well  lighted  and 
bias  a  floor  space  of  672  square  feet.  The  room  is  equipped  with  ten 
sewing  machines,  one  of  which  is  a  portable  electric;  sewing  and  draft- 
ing tables,  ironing  boards  and  electric  irons,  dress  forms,  book  cases 
and  magazine  rack. 

Adjoining  this  room  is  a  fitting  room  equipped  with  large  mirror, 
clothes  closet  and  supply  cabinet. 

The  Practice  Cottage  occupies  the  north  wing  of  one  of  the  women's 
summer  dormitories,  and  has  an  up-to-date  kitchen,  a  living  room  and 
dining  room,  two  bedrooms  and  a  bath.  Part  of  the  work  of  re- 
modeling the  rooms  for  use  as  a  practice  cottage  was  done  during 
the  past  session  by  members  of  the  household  management  class.  All 
young  women  taking  home  economics  are  required  to  do  practical  house- 
keeping during  a  period  of  one  month  in  connection  with  the  course  in 
home  management. 

The  School  of  Music  is  domiciled  on  the  third  floor  of  Caldwell 
Hall  and  occupies  four  large  rooms  and  a  smaller  room  for  voice  work. 
Instruction  is  given  in  pianoforte,  voice,  violin  and  other  instruments. 

The  school  owns  a  Steinway  grand,  six  Steinway  uprights,  sixteen 
pianos  of  other  makes,  and  a  complement  of  band  instruments. 

OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

Lyceum — Lyceum  entertainments  are  offered  once  or  twice  during 
each  quarter.  The  fee  of  seventy-five  cents  is  required  of  all  students 
alid  entitles  tbtem  to  attend  all  lyceum  entertainments.  The  manage- 
ment endeavors  to  furnish  the  best  in  music,  literature  and  science. 
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On  the  list  of  recent  programs  are  the  following  names,  to-wit:  John 
Kendrick  Bangs,  Irving  Bacheller,  Cecil  Fanning,  Jean  Cooper,  Flon- 
zalley  Quartet,  Ben  Greet  Flayers,  Devereux  Players,  Jacob  Riis, 
Private  Peat,  Senator  J.  T.  Heflin,  Rabbi  Stephen  Wise,  Maude 
Powell,  St.  Louis  Symphony  Orchestra,  W.  H.  Taft,  Lorado  Taft, 
Coningsby  Dawson,  S.  S.  McClure,  Boguemel  Sykore,  Marjorie  Maxwell, 
and  Josephus  Daniels. 

An  indoor  basket-ball  court  makes  match  games  possible.  Interclass 
and  intersociety  as  well  as  inter  scholastic  games  take  place  during  the 
fall  and  winter  quarters. 

The  most  of  the  athletic  work  required  of  students  is  done  outdoors. 
This  consists  chiefly  of  basket-ball,  tennis,  volley  ball,  football,  base- 
ball and  track  work,  for  each  of  which  the  necessary  courts  are 
provided. 

The  New  Infirmary — The  new  Infirmary  was  erected  in  1924  at  a 
cost  of  $24,500.  The  building  is  fireproof  and  is  modern  in  every  re- 
spect. It  contains  the  following  rooms:  one  large  ward,  one  isolation 
\N'ard,  a  doctor's  consultation  room,  an  operating  room,  and  a  dietary 
kitchen. 

The  infirmary  is  at  all  times  iii  charge  of  a  graduate  nurse,  who  re- 
ceives, registers  and  cares  for  the  sick  and  indisposed.  All  students 
not  well  enough  to  attend  classes  are  required  to  report  at  the  infirmary. 

The  Registeae's  Office  occupies  a  room  at  the  south  entrance  to 
Caldwell  Hall.  Here  all  the  school  records  are  kept.  Persons  desiring 
information  concerning  their  classification  or  standing  should  apply 
to  the  Registrar. 

The  Post  Office  occupies  its  own  quarters  in  the  basement  at  the 
south  end  of  Caldwell  Hall  and  is  a  sub-station  of  the  Natchitoches 
post  office,  known  as  Normal  Station.  All  college  mail  should  be 
marked  "Normal  Station."  The  Normal  postmaster  is  prepared  to 
render  every  service  and  facility  obtainable  at  the  main  post  office. 

The  Book  Stobe — The  book  store  occupies  a  room  in  the  basement 
of  Caldwell  Hall.  It  carries  a  full  stock  of  all  textbooks  used  in  the 
normal  department,  and  such  other  school  supplies  as  stationery,  pens, 
pencils,  ink,  drawing  paper  and  materials,  booksacks,  post  cards,  foun- 
tain pens,  tablets,  etc.  Textbooks  are  rented  or  sold;  all  other  goods 
are  sold.   The  prices  at  the  book  store  are  moderate. 

The  Extension  Division  has  its  office  at  the  south  entrance  of  the 
main  building.    Here  are  kept  all  the  records  of  work  done  in  cor- 
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respondence  study.  The  office  is  equipped  with  all  necessary  furniture 
and  supplies,  including  typewriters,  mimeograph,  multigraph,  addresso- 
graph,  filing  cases,  films  for  visual  instruction,  racks  for  reels,  etc. 

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  work  in  the  department  of  physical  education  and  hygiene  is 
conducted  in  co-operation  with  the  Interdepartmental  Social  Hygiene 
Board  of  the  United  States  Government.  Three  members  of  the  faculty 
devote  full  time,  while  five  others  devote  part  time,  to  this  work. 

Each  student  must,  during  the  fall,  winter,  and  spring  quarters,  pur- 
sue at  least  one  of  the  courses  offered  in  the  department  of  physical 
education,  unless  upon  examination  it  is  found  that  such  is  inadvisable. 

An  important  feature  of  the  work  in  tbis  department  is  the  physical 
examination  conducted  each  quarter  by  a  competent  physician,  the 
college  nurse  and  a  member  or  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  depart- 
ment of  physical  education.  Classes  in  corrective  gymnastics  are  con- 
ducted with  a  view  to  eliminating  postural  defects  brought  to  light 
by  the  examination.  Other  defects  are  treated  and  remedied  in  so  far 
as  possible. 

Dental  examinations  are  conducted  three  times  yearly  by  a  competent 
resident  dentist,  and  students  are  urged  to  have  the  work  indicated 
done  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

A  specialist  in  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  thlroat  visits  the 
college  at  regular  intervals  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  treat- 
ing students  in  need  of  his  services. 

A  competent  graduate  nurse  is  always  present  to  safeguard  the 
health  and  well-being  of  the  students. 

In  fact  everything  reasonably  possible  is  done  to  promote  the  health 
and  physical  well-beilig  of  every  student. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  COLLEGE 
GENERAL  STATEMENT? 

The  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  is  at  present  made  up  of  five 
departments,  as  follows:  The  four-year  professional  school,  the  two- 
year  normal  scliool,  the  school  of  music,  the  division  of  extension,  and 
the  training  school.  The  training  school  has  all  the  grades  from  the 
first  up  to  the  high  school;  the  normal  school  extends  two  years 
beyond  high  school  graduation;  the  four-year  professional  school  offers 
a  four-year  course  to  high  school  graduates;  the  summer  school  is 
maintained  for  teachers  in  service  and  otKefS  who  desire  to  prepare 
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to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Louisiana  or  to  have  their  certificates 
extended;  and  the  extension  department  has  been  established  for  the 
benefit  of  teachers  in  service.

The  training  school  consists  of  all  the  grades  of  the  elementary 
and  grammar  schools  of  Louisiana.  The  official  course  of  study  is 
followed,  and  promotions  are  made  regularly  at  the  end  of  each  nine 
months  of  the  pupil's  course.  The  year  is  divided  into  three  quarters 
of  three  months  instead  of  two  semesters  of  eighteen  weeks.  Each 
grade  is  divided  into  A,  B,  and  C  sections,  and  all  pupils  who  meet  the 
standard  are  passed  from  one  section  to  the  next  higher  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter.  Oh  completion  of  the  course  off"ered  in  the  training 
school  the  pupils  are  promoted  to  the  Natchitoches  High  School. 

The  training  school  is  open  to  all  children  of  the  first  ward  of 
Natchitoches  parish  as  day  pupils.  The  boarding  facilities  of  the 
Normal  Club  are  not  available  to  such  pupils,  however.  Four  transfers 
carry  to  the  school  pupils  whio  live  more  than  two  miles  away.  These 
transfers  are  operated  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Natchitoches  Parish 
School  Board. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  training  school  is  defrayed  jointly  by  the 
Natchitoches  Parish  School  Board  and  the  Louisiana  State  Normal 
College. 

Instruction  in  the  training  school  is  given  by  the  supervising  teachers 
and  by  the  student  teachers  in  the  last  year  of  their  normal  course. 
The  work  of  the  latter  is  closely  supervised  by  the  teachers  in  charge, 
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and  is  required  to  meet  fully  the  standard  of  instruction  prescribed 
for  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  No  effort  is  spared  either  by 
the  supervisors  or  student  teachers  to  make  the  instruction  in  the  train- 
ing school  effective,  and  whenever  possible,  to  strengthen  and  broaden 
the  adopted  course.

DEPARTMENT  OF  EXTENSION  TEACHING 

The  purpose  of  this  department,  briefly,  is  to  enable  ambitious  teach- 
ers in  service  and  others  desiring  to  become  teachers  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  offered  students  in  residence  through  extension 
courses  in  academic  and  professional  subjects. 

Correspondence  Study:  Correspondence  Study  offers  unusual  op- 
portunities for  individual  study.  It  is  economical,  for  a  student  may 
carry  on  his'  college  work  by  mail  while  engaged  at  a  full-time  salary. 
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The  fee  for  each  college  hour  (three  trimester  hours)  credit  is  $7.50, 
payable  in  advance. 

Extension  Classes:  Extension  classes  are  intended  to  serve  the 
same  purpose  as  correspondence  study,  but  in  a  different  manner.  This 
tj'pe  of  extension  activity  is  a  combination  of  class  recitation  and 
correspondence  study.  This  work  has  been  planned  especially  to  aid 
parish  superintendents  and  supervisors  in  conducting  some  definite 
group  work  or  study  for  teachers  in  their  parishes  during  the  scholas- 
tic year. 

Home  Reading  Coubses:  Twenty-seven  courses,  prepared  by  the  De- 
partment of  the  Interior,  Bureau  of  Education,  which  make  a  strong 
appeal  to  people  having  the  desire  to  add  to  their  culture  and  informa- 
tion, are  available  through  this  department.  These  courses  do  not 
carry  college  credit  but  after  a  successful  completion  of  the  course 
prescribed,  The  Bureau  of  Education  issues  a  certificate  of  credit. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  SERVICE 

Visual  Instruction:  In  order  to  promote  the  use  of  visual  aids  in 
Louisiana,  this  department  has  built  up  a  library  of  films  and  slides 
on  educational  subjects  which  are  available  without  cost,  except  for 
transportation  charges  and  a  nominal  inspection  fee,  to  schools, 
churches,  and  community  centers. 

Lectu-res  and  Institutes:  The  State  Xormal  College  has  members 
on  the  faculty  who  can  render  valuable  service  to  parish  superintend- 
ents in  their  annual  or  monthly  institutes.  The  Division  of  Extension 
will  welcome  opportunities  to  render  this  service. 

Educational  Measl'eemets'ts  :  "\iMien  requested  to  do  so,  the  Division 
of  Extension  will  send  out  experts  to  assist  the  supervisor  or  the  super- 
intendent in  selecting  and  administering  standard  tests  and  scales. 

Consultative  Service:  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  place 
its  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  high  schools  in  the  perparation  of  de- 
bates, orations  and  dramatic  entertainments;  to  assist  in  organizing 
and  equipping  courses  in  physical  education  for  both  boys  and  girls; 
to  encourage,  organize,  and  assist  in  any  way  possible,  field  athletics 
and  contests  in  the  high  schools  of  the  State. 

Individual  advice  will  also  be  given  such  teachers,  as  may  have  prob- 
lems in  classroom  management  or  in  the  teaching  process  which  do  not 
come  within  their  experience  and  upon  which  they  maj^  desire  assist- 
ance. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  SERVICE 

Appors'TMEDsT  OF  TEACHERS:  This  bureau  has  been  established  since 
1912,  and  is  intended  to  assist  parish  superintendents  and  school  offi- 
cials to  find  suitable  teachers,  and  to  aid  graduates  of  the  college  to 
find  desirable  positions  as  teachers.  The  president  is  ex-officio  chair- 
man of  this  bureau,  and  communication  relating  to  this  service  should 
be  addressed  to  him,  or  to  Mr.  L.  J.  Alleman,  Director  of  Teacher 
Training,  State  Normal  College,  Natchitoches,  Louisiana. 

Alumni  Activities:  The  purpose  of  this  depratment  is  to  encour- 
age alumni  activities  and  to  keep  alive  and  loyal  the  spirit  of  the 
Normal  graduate.  Local  alumni  organizations  will  be  encouraged,  and 
organizers  sent  to  meet  groups  of  graduates  interested  in  such  organi- 
zations. The  department  will  also  endeavor  to  co-operate  with  the 
officers  of  the  general  association  to  the  end  that  the  best  interests 
both  of  the  association  and  of  the  college  may  be  served. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  make  known  the  service  which 
the  State  Normal  College  is  preparped  to  render  the  teachers  and 
schools  of  Louisiana.  Publications  of  the  college  are  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  chief  of  publications. 

All  inquiries  concerning  the  extension  activities  of  the  State  Normal 
College  should  he  addressed  to  the  Division  of  Extension,  Normal 
Station,  Natchitoches,  Louisiana. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  regular  annual  commencement  exercises  will  be  held  Monday, 
June  the  first,  at  ten  o'clock.  The  office  of  the  Registrar  will  be  open 
June  first  for  the  purpose  of  registering  summer  school  students  for 
the  summer  quarter,  which  opens  Tuesday,  June  2nd. 

The  summer  quarter  of  the  State  Normal  College  will  be  divided 
into  two  separate  terms  of  six  weeks  each.  The  first  term  will  open 
Tuesday,  June  the  second,  and  close  Saturday,  July  the  eleventh.  The 
second  term  will  extend  from  Monday,  July  the  thirteenth,  to  Saturday, 
August  the  twenty-second. 

Only  the  regular  courses  of  the  college  will  hereafter  be  offered  dur- 
ing the  summer  quarter.  The  number  of  credits  earned  during  each 
six  weeks'  term  of  the  summer  quarter  will  be  one  half  the  total  num- 
ber of  credits  that  can  be  earned  during  any  regular  quarter.  The 
courses  pursued  during  each  term  will  be  wholly  distinct  and  no  course 
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will  be  continuous  throughout  the  summer  quarter.  However,  the 
work  of  each  course  in  either  term  will  be  the  same  as  is  usually  done 
in  a  full  quarter,  as  the  number  of  recitations  a  week  in  each  course 
will  be  doubled. 

High  school  graduates  who  wish  to  qualify  as  teachers  may  earn  a 
third  grade  certificate  by  attending  the  State  Normal  College  during 
the  full  six  weeks  of  either  of  the  summer  terms. 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC

PLANS  AND  PURPOSE 

Thorough  courses  are  given  in  Violin,  Voice,  Piano,  Theory,  Harmony, 
History  of  Music  and  Ensemble  playing.  One  of  the  aims  of  the 
school  is  to  provide  systematic  courses  for  the  complete  musical  de- 
velopment of  the  student. 

The  general  plan  of  the  work  is  two-fold:  First,  to  give  the  student 
who  wishes  to  complete  a  course  in  any  branch  of  music  an  opportunity 
to  receive  a  general  and  specific  training,  proficiency  in  public  perform- 
ance, and  preparation  for  the  profession  of  teaching.  Second,  to  offer 
instruction  to  those  students  who  wish  to  devote  only  a  part  of  their 
time  to  the  study  of  music.  Such  students  may  take  up  special  work 
suited  to  their  needs  and  attainments. 

LiBRABY — All  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Music  have  free 
access  to  the  Normal  College  library.  The  school  library  is  constantly 
growing.  To  the  large  collection  of  oratorios,  opera  scores  and  en- 
semble numbers,  books  on  theory,  history,  biography,  and  other  works 
pertaining  to  every  possible  phase  of  music  have  recently  been  added, 
and  may  be  freely  used  by  the  students  of  the  school.  Current 
periodical  literature  in  music  is  provided  in  "The  Etude,"  "The 
Musician,"  "School  Music,"  and  "Musical  America," 

Instruction — ^Two  private  lessons  are  given  in  the  major  subject  of 
instrument  or  voice,  in  which  attention  is  given  to  the  building  of 
technique,  cultivation  of  tone,  interpretation,  phrasing,  etc.  Class  in- 
struction is  given  in  all  theoretical  branches  of  music.  Classes  of  two 
or  three  for  half-hour  lessons  are  also  formed  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  cannot  pay  the  regular  fee  for  individual  instruction. 
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Ensemble  Playing — The  primary  purpose  of  this  work  is  to  enlarge 
the  scope  of  the  student's  interpretation.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
rapid  sight-reading,  and  much  work  assigned  by  way  of  accompaniment. 

Pbactice — All  pupils  in  the  piano  department  are  required  to  practice 
not  less  than  one  hour  daily,  and  more  time  may  be  arranged  for. 
Pupils  must  secure  assignment  of  rooms  and  periods  from  the  Director 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term.  The  practice  rooms  are  large  and  well 
lighted.  Many  are  equipped  with  instruments  of  the  highest  grade, 
insuring  pupils  unsurpassed  facilities  for  systematic  practice.  Regular 
practice  hours  are  assigned  to  each  student,  and  he  is  required  to  re- 
port to  the  supervisor  of  practice  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  each 
practice  period. 

PIANO  DEPARTMENT 

Qrade  I — In  the  first  grade  attention  is  given  to  correct  position,  five 
finger  exercises,  major  scales,  chords,  arpeggios  in  parallel  and  con- 
trary motion  in  one  octave;  Grimm's  technical  exercises.  The  methods 
for  piano  by  Presser,  Sartorio,  and  Matthews  Graded  Course  I  are 
used  at  the  discretion  of  the  teacher  to  suit  the  particular  needs  of  the 
student.  For  sight-reading  frequent  use  is  made  of  easy  duets  on  five 
tones  by  Friml,  Diabelli,  and  Sartorio.  Recitation  pieces  are  selected 
from  standard  compositions. 

Grade  II — In  the  second  grade  Grimm's  technical  exercises  are  con- 
tinued and  Flint  hand  culture  introduced;  the  major  scale  and  chord 
work  is  extended  and  minor  scales  and  arpeggios  introduced  both  in 
parallel  and  contrary  motion.  The  studies  of  Czerny-Liebling  and 
Concone  Op.  24  are  followed  by  Four  Wrist  Studies  by  Crosby-Adam, 
Krause  studies  in  measure  and  rhythm;  Vogel  eight  measure  studies  in 
rhythm,  and  sight-reading  of  Diabelli  easy  sonatinas. 

Grade  III — The  work  of  the  third  grade  consists  in  extended  scales 
and  arpeggios,  major  and  minor  in  contrary  and  parallel  motion,  in 
rhythms  of  two,  three  and  four  against  one;  the  study  of  the  chromatic 
scale,  Hanon  60  exercises,  Krause  trill  studies,  Czerny-Liebling  Book  2, 
Evans  octave  studies,  Preyer  Teu  wrist  studies,  Heller  Op.  47,  Bach 
for  beginners  by  Vincent,  sight  reading  by  Kuhlau  Sonatines  for  four 
hands. 

Grade  IV — The  fourth  grade  is  a  preparation  of  requirements  for 
formal  examination  for  promotion  into  the  fifth  grade.  The  work 
of  the  fourth  grade  consists  of  thorough  mastery  of  scales  in  3rds,  6ths 
and  lOths,  arpeggios  in  dominant  and  diminished  seventh.  Hannons  60 
exercises  are  continued,  and  easy  sonatas  of  Mozart  and  Haydn  are  in- 
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troduced,  followed  by  Bach's  Little  Preludes  and  Fugues,  Hoflfman  28 
left-hand  studies;  Heller  Selected  Studies,  Eggeling  Octave  Studies, 
and  supplementary  material  from  National  Graded  Studies  III  and 
Matthews  Graded  Studies  IV.  Students  completing  the  course  as  out- 
lined above  must  pass  formal  examinations  for  entrance  into  the  fifth 
grade. 

Beginning  with  the  fifth  grade  as  a  basis  for  grading,  the  standard 
course  adopted  by  the  Louisiana  Music  Teachers'  Association  will  be 
followed.    The  course  follows:

Types:  Bach,  Italian  Concerto,  Liszt,  Campanella.  Chopin, 
Ballards.    Rubinstein,  Staccato  Study. 

Grade  X — Previously  studied:  10  Preludes  and  Fugues  of  Bach,  8 
Sonatas  of  Beethoven,  8  Studies  of  Chopin,  and  the  performance 
of  4  pieces,  including  one  of  the  last  Beethoven  Sonatas  (Op.  109- 
111)  and  three  pieces  selected  from  a  list  of  12  classics  of  the 
greatest  interpretative  and  technical  difficulty. 

Students  following  the  Louisiana  State  Teacher's  course  must  pur- 
sue parallel  studies  in  theory,  harmony  and  history  of  music.

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VOICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  voice  department  offers  instruction  in  correct  breathing,  breath 
control,  phrasing,  clear  enunciation,  tone  placing,  vocalises,  interpreta- 
tion of  secular  and  sacred  songs,  arias  from  opera  and  oratorio,  and 
correct  stage  deportment.  Tliere  are  many  opportunities  for  talented 
students  to  appear  on  programs. 

THEORY  AND  HARMONY 

Theory  1  covers  the  rudiments  of  music,  formation  of  ma;jor  and 
chromatic  scales  in  all  keys,  classification  and  measurement  of  intervals. 
Singing  and  hearing  of  intervals ;  written  work  with  practical  applica- 
tion made  at  keyboard.    Textbook:    Tapper's  First  Year  Theory. 

Theory  2 — Construction  of  minor  scales.  Melody  buildings;  scale 
tones  and  their  tendencies;  transportion  of  simple  melodies;  rhythmic 
problems  and  combinations.  Writing  melodies  from  dictation.  Text- 
book: Tapper's  First  Year  Melody  Writing;  H.  B.  Maryott's  Musical 
Essentials. 

Harmony  1 — (Prerequisite  for  Harmony  2),  Chord  construction; 
chord  combinations;  chord  sentences;  ear-training;  harmonizing  major 
scale  with  principal  and  secondary  thirds;  harmonization  of  simple 
melodies  in  four  parts.  Textbook:  Tapper's  First  Year  Harmony; 
Heacox's  Keyboard  Harmony. 

Harmony  2 — Dominant  seventh  chord  and  resolution  from  melodic 
standpoint.    Triads  and  inversions  in  minor.    Chord  analysis. 

HISTORY  OF  MUSIC 

A  study  of  the  early  development  of  music  up  to  modem  times  with 
lectures  and  recitations  illustrated  by  musical  works  of  the  period  under 
consideration.  The  illustrations,  whenever  possible,  are  given  by  the 
students.  At  least  one  hour  daily  of  outside  reading  is  required.  There 
is  no  prerequisite  for  this  course.    Offered  only  in  fall  term. 

TUITION 

Thie  tuition  is  for  a  school  term,  three  months,  two  private  lessons 
a  week,  payable  in  advance.

The  courses  in  theory,  harmony,  and  history  of  music  are  free  to  all 
students  in  the  School  of  Music. 

Advanced  pupils  will  have  a  prior  claim  to  instruction  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Proudfit  and  Miss  Werner. 

BUSINESS  REGULATIONS 

1.  All  tuition  is  payable  strictly  in  advance,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term. 

2.  No  lesson  is  given  until  fee  is  paid. 

3.  Under  no  condition  is  music  tuition  refunded.  In  case  of  pro- 
tracted illness  the  balance  is  allowed  upon  a  subsequent  term. 

4.  All  lessons  lost  by  absence  or  tardiness  of  pupil  will  not  be  made 
up,  unless  due  notice  be  given  thfe  instructor. 

5.  The  assignment  of  periods  for  lessons  and  for  practice  will  be 
made  upon  personal  application  to  the  Directoo".  Before  applying  for 
this  assignment,  the  student  should  have  a  complete  schedule  of  all  his 
other  classes. 

6.  For  special  information  regarding  the  School  of  Music  and  the 
music  courses  address  the  Director,  Normal  School  of  Music. 


STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS, 
ACTIVITIES  AND  PUBLICATIONS 


LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

The  work  of  the  literary  societies  is  part  of  the  school  work,  and  it 
plays  an  important  part  in  the  lives  of  the  students.  Through  the  train- 
ing offered  here  students  become  familiar  with  many  phases  of  work. 
They  have  opportunity  to  prepare  programs,  to  become  familiar  with 
the  art  of  speaking  before  an  audience,  to  learn  the  general  rules  of 
parliamentary  practice,  and  to  acquire  the  art  of  dealing  with  their 
fellows. 

The  sessions  of  the  literary  societies  are  held  every  week  during  the 
fall,  winter  and  spring  quarters,  and  are  made  occasions  of  entertain- 
ment and  enjoyment  with  opportunities  for  social  intercourse  among  the 
members. 

There  are  four  literary  societies:  The  Seekers  After  Knowledge,  the 
Eclectic  Literary  Society,  the  Modern  Culture  Club,  and  the  Caspari 
Literary  Club. 

Credits — A  term  of  satisfactory  work  in  any  of  the  four  societies  or 
clubs  constitutes  a  society  credit.  This  credit  is  given  for  satisfactory 
service  of  two  kinds  on  the  program,  major  and  minor,  and  for  regular 
attendance.  Four  such  credits  are  required  for  graduation.  Meetings 
are  held  every  week,  to  which  members  only  are  admitted.  Members  of 
the  faculty  are  regular  visitors  at  the  meetings.  During  the  summer 
quarter  the  societies  and  clubs  do  not  meet. 

Contents — There  are  three  annual  contests  in  which  representatives 
of  the  S.  A.  K.,  E.  L.  S.,  M.  C.  C.  and  C.  L.  C.  comtend  for  honors. 
In  the  fall  quarter  there  is  a  contest  in  parliamentary  practice,  upon  the 
result  of  which  the  Mattie  O'Daniel  medal  is  awarded.  The  debate 
takes  place  during  the  winter  quarter.  At  the  commencement  in  May 
there  is  an  intersociety  contest  in  declamation,  oratory  and  quartet 
singing.  Those  taking  part  in  these  contests  are  trained  by  faculty 
committees  during  the  spring  quarter.  These  contests  are  the  source 
of  much  wholesome  rivalry,  and  each  society  has  a  fine  record  of 
honorable  laurels.  The  Intersociety  Debate,  in  March,  was  won  by 
Geraldine  Wall  and  G.  W.  McGinty  for  M.  C.  C.  At  the  1924  com- 
mencement, the  winners  were:     Oratory,  M.  C.  C,  Geraldine  Wall; 
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women's  quartet,  C.  L.  C. ;  men's  quartet,  M.  C.  C. ;  declamation,  E.  L.  S., 
Gladys  Edmonds. 

Prizes — The  Mattie  O'Daniel  medal  for  parliamentary  practice  is  one 
of  the  most  eagerly-contested  honors.  This  medal  is  the  gift  of  a 
former  graduate,  Mrs.  Mattie  O'Daniel  Rinsland  of  Tishomingo,  Okla., 
who  became  interested  in  this  work  during  her  course  at  Normal 
College.  The  winner  in  December,  1924,  was  Miss  Elize  Alleman,  of 
S.  A.  K.  On  the  result  of  the  annual  debate  the  school  offers  prizes  to 
each  member  of  the  winning  team.  These  prizes  consist  of  the  works 
of  standard  authors,  valued  at  ten  dollars  each. 

The  prizes  for  declamation  and  oratory  are  gold  medals  given  by 
the  literary  societies  of  the  school;  and  those  for  men's  and  women's 
quartet  singing  are  artistic  plaques,  whichi  go  to  the  society  or  societies 
represented  by  the  winning  quartets. 

CLUBS 

The  several  Clubs  now  meet  at  the  same  hour  as  do  the  regular 
Literary  Societies,  and  membership  in  the  Clubs  counts  towards  gradua- 
tion the  same  as  membership  in  the  Societies. 

CONTEMPORARY  LIFE  CLUB 

The  Contemporary  Life  Club,  organized  in  1913,  is  composed  of 
those  students  who  have  elected  the  social  science  courses.  Its  purpose 
is  to  develop  the  qualities  of  leadership  among  its  members;  to  fit 
them  for  efficient  service  in  civic  movements;  to  acquaint  them  with 
and  train  them  for  matters  that  make  for  public  progress,  for  proper 
educational  development,  and  for  social  growth. 

LE  CERCLE  FRANCAIS 

Le  Cercle  Frangais  is  a  literary  society  in  which  no  English  is  spoken, 
its  object  being  the  preservation  and  promotion  of  the  French  language 
in  Louisiana  through  the  Normal  students  who  go  out  from  this  depart- 
ment. All  students  of  French  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  pro- 
grams are  arranged  with  as  much  consideration  for  the  student  who  is 
hearing  French  for  the  first  time  as  for  the  one  whose  native  language 
it  is.  The  society  has  proved  a  great  help  in  supplementing  the  work 
of  the  French  classes,  especially  in  songs  with  simple  melodies  heard 
everywhere  in  France.  The  annual  celebration  of  the  Fourteenth  of 
July,  including  an  address  in  French,  is  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Cercle  Frangais.  The  Cercle  is  affiliated  with  the  Federation  de 
V Alliance  Frangaise  aux  Etats  Unis  et  Odu  Canada. 
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RURAL  LIFE  CLUB 

The  purpose  of  this  club  is  to  develop  a  more  general  and  keener 
interest  in  the  problems  of  rural  life.  It  admits  into  its  membership 
students  of  the  departments  of  rural  education  and  agriculture.  Studies 
are  made  of  interesting  experiments  in  and  demonstrations  of  rural 
education  in  Louisiana  and  other  states;  investigations  and  surveys  of 
rural  communities  are  analyzed  and  discussed,  and  the  social  conditions 
and  problems  of  the  country  are  studied. 

THE  SCIENCE  CLUB 

Students  who  are  specializing  in  mathematics  and  science  in  col- 
lege, or  who  are  especially  interested  in  those  subjects,  are  invited  to 
join  the  Science  Club.  Under  the  direction  of  the  instructors  of  those 
subjects  an  opportunity  is  afforded  for  studying  the  applications  of 
mathematics  and  the  sciences  in  industry  in  a  manner  not  possible  in 
the  regular  courses. 

THE  DRAMATIC  CLUB 

The  Dramatic  Club  is  still  in  its  infancy,  having  been  organized  in 
October,  1923.  It  has  a  membership  of  about  30  students  chosen  from 
a  muchi  larger  group  after  "trying  out"  each  contestant  before  a  faculty 
committee.  The  purpose  of  the  club  is  to  put  on  plays  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  student  body  and  the  public  at  large  and  to  develop 
that  talent  in  dramatic  work  which  may  appear  among  the  students 
from  time  to  time. 

THE  LATIN  CLUB 

The  Latin  Club  was  organized  in  1916  by  some  enthusiastic  mem- 
bers of  the  department.  The  purpose  of  the  club  is  to  study  certain 
phases  of  Roman  life  for  which  time  is  not  found  in  the  classroom. 
Occasional  lectures  with  the  aid  of  lantern  slides  are  given,  showing  re- 
mains of  the  Roman  classical  period.  All  interested  in  the  study  of 
the  classic  period  of  Roman  life  and  customs  are  eligible  to  member- 
ship. 

ENGLISH  CLUB 

Only  members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  are  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  the  English  Club.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  the 
study  of  English  literature,  especially  as  it  reflects  present  tendencies 
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and  movements.  The  programs  for  1924-1925  center  around  the  modern 
novel  and  drama,  although  matters  of  immediate  literary  interest  may 
take  precedence  of  any  prearranged  program.  Social  meetings  are 
scheduled  for  every  quarter. 

RELIGIOUS  SOCIETIES 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  and  the  Apostleship  of  Prayer  have  efficient  or- 
ganizations for  religious  and  charitable  work. 

The  State  Normal  College  is  a  public,  non-sectarian  school.  It  aims 
to  throw  around  the  students  refined  moral  influences  and  to  develop 
high  ethical  and  religious  standards  of  living. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  the  services  of  the  churches  in 
Natchitoches — Baptist,  Catholic,  Episcopal,  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  and 
the  B'nai  Israel  Synagogue.  All  of  these  have  earnest  members  in  the 
faculty,  and  students  of  every  faith  have  abundant  opportunity  to  ob- 
serve all  the  requirements  of  their  churchl  duty. 

THE  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCL\TION 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  was  organized  at  the 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College  in  1911.  Every  year  it  has  grown  in 
numbers  and  in  strength.  The  reason  for  its  growth  is  that  it  meets 
a  real  need  in  the  life  of  the  young  women. 

The  purpose  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  is  to 
deepen  the  thinking  of  the  students,  broaden  their  sympathies,  and 
widen  the  reach  of  their  love.  It  endeavors  to  promote  fellowship 
among  the  young  women,  to  bring  them  into  closer  relationship  with 
their  churches,  to  encourage  service  for  others;  but — most  of  all — 'it 
challenges  students  to  take  Christ  seriously,  to  study  conditions  in  the 
world  today,  and  intelligently  to  apply  the  principles  of  Christ's  teach- 
ings to  actual  conditions  of  life.  Projects  are  carried  out  in  race  re- 
lations, world  fellowship,  industrj^  war,  and  Bible  study.  In  addition 
to  these  projects,  the  young  women  hold  devotional  services  every  Sun- 
day evening  in  the  auditorium;  Morning  W^atch,  a  simple  prayer  serv- 
ice, every  morning  just  before  breakfast;  and  prayer  meetings  in  the 
dormitories  at  least  once  a  week.  Frequent  parties  and  other  social 
gatherings  add  joy  and  zest  to  the  college  life.  In  other  words,  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  stimulates  and  assists  the  young  women  in  their  quest 
for  a  rich  life. 
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THE  YOUNG  MEN'S  CHEISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  strives  to  be  an  active  factor 
in  all  forms  of  moral  and  Christian  work  properly  within  the  scope  of 
such  an  organization.    All  men  students  are  invited  to  membership. 

The  association  meets  regularly  every  Sunday  evening,  at  which  time 
a  helpful  program  is  rendered.  Under  the  directions  of  the  "Y'",  meet- 
ings are  held  every  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evening  in  the  social  room 
of  the  men's  dormitory  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  life  problems  in 
the  light  of  Christ's  teachings.  During  the  past  year  many  members 
of  the  faculty  have  given  interesting  talks  to  the  men  and  much  good 
has  been  derived  from  the  meetings.  On  several  occasions  the  "Y"  has 
had  charge  of  the  evening  services  of  the  local  churches.  The  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  quartette  has  done  its  "bit"  many  times,  and  the  association 
earnestly  strives  to  be  useful  to  all  students  in  every  feasible  way. 
By  giving  parties  at  the  appropriate  seasons  of  the  year  the  Y^.  M.  C.  A. 
endeavors,  in  a  measure,  to  minister  to  social  needs  of  the  students. 
It  endeavors  to  throw  helpful  influences  around  the  college  student  just 
when  he  needs  a  true  friend. 

-  The  "Y'"  stands  ready  at  all  times  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  all  stu- 
dents contemplating  entering  Normal. 

In  addition  to  sending  delegates  to  the  district  and  state  Y".  M.  C.  A. 
Conventions,  the  association  here  is  being  represented  at  the  summer 
camp  at  Blue  Ridge,  N.  C.  by  at  least  two  men  each  year. 

The  Y  needs  U;  U  need  the  Y'.    Come  join  us  in  the  work. 

APOSTLi^HiP  or  prayt:r 

The  Apostleship  of  Prayer  or  the  League  of  the  Sacred  Heart  is 
a  Catholic  association  which  has  for  its  purpose  the  spiritual  and  moral 
uplift  of  its  members.  The  league  exerts  a  powerful  influence  for 
good  among  those  enrolled  in  its  ranks. 

Meetings  are  held  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  programs  of  a  re- 
ligious nature  are  rendered.  These  are  very  interesting,  and  generally 
consist  of  prayers,  hymns,  recitations,  stories,  and  selections  from  Cath- 
olic literature,  including  current  events  and  spiritual  readings. 

The  league  not  only  fosters  Christian  piety  but  binds  all  of  its  mem- 
bers to  work  for  the  betterment  of  themselves  and  others  and  for 
the  relief  of  the  unfortunate. 
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MUSICAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

ORCHESTRA 

All  students  in  the  advanced  grades  of  stringed  and  other  orchestral 
instruments  are  entitled  to  membership.  Weekly  rehearsals  are  held 
throughout  the  year.  The  orchestra  offers  the  experience  and  routine 
necessary  to  become  an  efficient  orchestral  player.  No  fee  is  attached 
to  membership  in  the  orchestra. 

A  beginner's  orchestra  is  open  to  children  of  the  training  school  and 
pupils  of  the  high  school.  The  aim  of  this  organization  is  to  afford 
experience  to  beginners  and  to  prepare  them  for  membership  in  the 
college  orchestra. 

MANDOLIN  AND  GUITAR  CLUB 

The  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club,  directed  by  an  assistant,  under  super- 
vision of  the  director,  was  organized  for  both  pleasure  and  service  to 
all  students  of  the  Normal  College,  whether  enrolled  in  the  school  of 
music  or  not.  The  club  furnishes  music  of  the  lighter  variety  at  all 
student  gatherings.  Students  who  own  a  guitar  or  mandolin  are  re- 
quested to  bring  their  instruments,  even  though  they  have  no  expecta- 
tion of  studying.  Membership  in  the  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club  is 
free  to  anyone  playing  either  instrument.  Classes  are  formed  for  be- 
ginners in  mandolin  and  guitar,  and  the  regular  music  tuition  fee  for 
the  term  is  prorated  among  the  members  of  the  class. 

CHORAL  SOCIETY 

The  Choral  Society,  membership  in  which  is  free,  is  conducted  by  the 
music  director.  Rehearsals  are  held  twice  a  week.  Applicants  are  re- 
quired to  meet  a  certain  standard  of  ability  to  read  at  sight,  and  of 
voice  quality.  The  Choral  Society  appears  on  musical  programs,  in 
festivals  and  pageants,  and  presents  one  cantata  each  year. 

By  special  permission  those  who  are  exempted  from  physical  edu- 
cation may  substitute  work  in  the  choral  society. 

GLEE  CLUB 

The  Glee  Club,  membership  in  which  is  free,  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  music  director.  It  is  open  to  both  sexes  and  meets  twice  a 
week.  Applicants  for  admission  are  required  to  meet  a  certain 
standard  as  to  quality  of  voice  and  ability  to  read  music  at  sight. 
The  Glee  Club  appears  on  musical  programs  and  other  occasions  during 
the  session. 
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PUBLICATIONS 
POTPOURRI 

Potpourri  is  the  student  publication  of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal 
College.  It  is  issued  annually  by  the  four  literary  societies  and  is  a 
handsomely-bound  book  of  more  than  two  hundred  pages,  representing 
all  phases  of  student  life  at  the  Normal.  It  is  ably  edited;  and  besides 
being  for  the  future  teacher  a  souvenir  of  school  days,  it  is  an  in- 
centive to  the  student  to  develop  those  literary  and  artistic  talents 
which  other  means  of  expression  have  failed  to  arouse. 

CURRENT  SAUCE 

Every  two  weeks  the  student  body  publishes  Current  Sauce,  a  news- 
paper of  four  pages  devoted  to  current  news  and  matters  of  interest 
to  the  student  body.  The  policy  of  this  paper  is  to  promote  all  activities 
beneficial  to  the  group  and  to  foster  such  esprit  de  corps  as  will  unify 
and  elevate  a  community  of  growing  minds.  As  students  from  all  de- 
partments of  the  College  are  invited  to  contribute  to  its  columns,  it  is 
at  once  a  means  of  expression  and  a  disseminator  of  broadening  ideas. 

THE  NORMAL  HERALD 

During  the  spring  of  1920  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Miss  Feltus  and  Messrs.  Alleman,  Prather,  Winstead,  and  Alexander, 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and  establishing  a  professional  paper 
to  be  published  by  the  faculty  of  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College. 
The  Committee  elected  Mr.  A.  G.  Alexander  editor  in  chief,  named 
the  publication  The  Normal  Herald,  and  decided  to  publish  it  monthly. 
The  purposes  of  the  publication  are  to  serve  as  a  means  of  continued 
association  between  the  College  and  the  large  number  of  its  graduates 
and  friends,  and  as  an  aid  toward  the  advancement  of  the  general 
educational  interests  of  Louisiana. 

NORMAL  QUARTERLY 

As  its  name  implies,  this  is  a  publication  issued  four  times  a  year  by 
the  State  Normal  College.  It  is  published  in  January,  April,  July  and 
October  of  each  year,  each  volume  comprising  the  publication  of  a 
calendar  year.  The  first  number  was  published  in  January,  1912.  Ten 
volumes  have  been  published.  The  annual  catalog  is  published  as  the 
January  number  of  the  Normal  Quarterly. 
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NOR^^LiL  NEWS 

This  is  a  semi-monthly  publication  in  mimeograph  form,  issued  by 
the  Extension  Division.  It  contains  Normal  and  alumni  news.  Two 
thousand  copies  are  mailed  out  to  teachers  employed  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  state. 

CLASS  MEMORIALS 

The  class  memorial  and  the  ceremony  attending  its  dedication  are 
an  established  custorn  at  Normal.  The  first  memorial  was  given  by  the 
Summer  Class  of  1913.  The  class  roll,  brief  biographies  of  the  mem- 
bers, and  the  graduation  program  and  invitations  are  enclosed  iji  a 
copper  box,  which  is  placed  in  the  masonry  of  the  memorial.  A  marble 
tablet  marks  the  gift.  The  classes  that  have  left  memorials  and  their 
gifts  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  eight  quarterly  classes  beginning  with  the  summer  of  1913 
and  ending  with  the  spring  of  1915,  each  gave  an  electrolier.  These 
were  erected  along  the  entrance  walks. 

2.  The  sixteen  classes  from  the  summer  of  1915  to  the  spring  of 
1919  gave  the  memorial  gate  which  was  erected  in  the  late  fall  of  1919. 

3.  Recent  classes  have  made  memorial  gifts  as  follows:  Summer, 
1919,  90-foot  flagstaff;  fall,  1919,  lamp  for  social  room;  winter,  1920, 
piano  bench;  spring,  1920,  davenport;  summer,  1920,  table;  fall,  1920, 
Nike  of  Samothrace. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

ALBY  L.  SMITH  MEMORIAL  LOAN  FUND 

Under  this  name  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation maintains  a  fund  to  aid  worthy  students  in  attending  the  College 
and  qualifying  as  teachers.  The  fund  now  amounts  to  about  thirteen 
thousand  dollars.  It  is  hoped  to  increase  this  amount  to  $25,000  by 
1927.  The  loan  fund  movement  was  launched  in  1910,  and  was  ac- 
cumulated largely  under  the  presidencies  of  C.  J.  Brown,  J.  M.  Bar- 
ham,  John  M.  Foote,  and  J.  K  Guardia. 

Loans  are  restricted  to  students  in  the  second  year  of  the  normal 
course  or  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  professional  course. 
Only  those  students  who  have  been  students  of  the  College  and  have 
proved  their  intellectual  and  moral  fitness  for  the  teaching  profession 
can  obtain  loans  from  the  fund.  They  pledge  themselves  to  repay  such 
loans  out  of  their  first  year's  earnings,  and  execute  notes  with  accept- 
able endorsements,  bearing  5  per  cent,  interest. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  in  New  Orleans  in  April, 
1913,  the  Alby  L.  Smith  scholarship,  maintained  by  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation since  1897,  was  discontinued.  This  scholarship  paid  the  entire 
expenses  of  one  student,  and  by  means  of  it  nine  young  women  were 
educated  and  sent  into  the  schools  of  the  State.  All  funds  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  including  the  Five-Thousand-Dollar  Alumni  Loan 
Fund,  have  now  been  merged  into  a  general  fund  known  as  the  Alby 
L.  Smith  Loan  Fund.  To  date  more  than  three  hundred  students  have 
received  the  benefits  of  the  alumni  loan  fund. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  high-school  scholarships  that  have  heretofore  been  awarded 
to  the  high  schools  of  the  state  will  be  discontinued  after  the  close 
of  the  session  1924-1925.  The  scholarships  awarded  at  the  close 
of  the  current  session  will  be  valid  for  nine  months  and  will  exempt 
the  holder  during  that  time  from  payment  of  all  school  fees  proper, 
including  registration,  library,  lyceum,  athleti'os  land  Jaboratories. 
Following  thie  rule  prevailing,  no  one  will  be  eligible  to  receive  this 
scholarship  whose  record  is  not  found  in  the  uppermost  quarter  of 
his  class  for  the  first  three  years  of  high  school.  The  scholarships 
conferred  must  be  awarded  at  the  graduation  exercises  in  the  spring 
of  1925.  Positively  no  requests  for  scholarships  will  be  honored  if  made 
after  the  closing  exercises  have  been  held. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  OF  BENEVOLENT  ASSOCIATIONS 

The  Louisiana  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  has  for  some  years 
maintained  a  scholarship  in  the  State  Normal  College.  The  scholarship 
fund  of  the  Federation  is  now  in  excess  of  $1,000.  From  this  fund 
loans  are  made  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  the  scholar- 
ship student.  No  charges  are  made  for  interest.  The  return  of  the 
loan  begins  with  the  second  month  of  the  beneficiary's  employment 
as  a  teacher,  and  the  amount  to  be  returned  monthly  is  expected  to  be 
not  less  than  ten  dollars. 

The  Hypatia  Memorial  Scholarship  is  maintained  by  the  Hypatia 
Club  of  Shreveport.  Like  the  preceding,  this  scTiolarship  is  based  on 
quarterly  loans  made  without  interest  charges. 

The  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  also  support  one  or  two 
scholarships  at  the  college. 

Besides  these,  several  lodges  and  benevolent  citizens  of  Louisiana 
assist  students  by  gifts  or  loajis  to  meet  their  school  expenses.

PARISH  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  General  Assembly  of  1904  authorized  by  enactment  an  appro- 
priation by  eachi  of  the  police  juries  of  the  State  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  beneficiary  student  at  the  State  Normal  College.  The  selection 
of  the  scholarship  student  lies  wholly  with  the  police  jury,  and  is 
ordinarily  made  either  by  vote  of  that  body  or  by  competitive  examina- 
tion. The  annual  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  scholarship  students 
by  the  parishes  is  usually  $250  for  an  attendance  of  nine  months. 

Scholarships  awarded  by  parishes  that  have  approved  high  schools 
should  be  limited  to  graduates  of  such  schools. 

To  facilitate  parish  scholarship  committees,  the  Normal  College  pre- 
pares questions  for  use  at  scholarship  examinations  when  so  requested 
by  such  committees.  When  applying  for  this  assistance,  the  committee 
should  state  the  exact  grade  of  examination  to  be  given. 

WORKING  SCHOLARSHIPS 

For  the  purpose  of  aiding  students  who  are  unable  to  defray  the 
total  cost  of  attending  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College  working 
scholarships  have  been  established.  They  vary  in  number  from  thirty 
to  forty,  and  involve  service  in  the  library,  book  store,  registrar's 
office,  dairy,  dining  hall,  Y.  W.  C.  A.  fruit  shop,  and  on  the  grounds. 

The  pay  for  work  done  by  students  is  ordinarily  thirty  to  forty  cents 
an  hour.  Waitresses  in  the  dining  hall  are  allowed  an  amount  equiva- 
lent to  the  price  of  board.  Laboratory  assistants  and  readers  are  paid 
fifty  cents  an  hour. 

These  working  scholarships  are  not  awarded  to  new  studei^ts,  but 
only  to  such  as  are  already  in  attendance.  The  points  considered!  in 
passing  on  the  applicant  are  the  following:  His  need,  merits,  diligence 
as  a  student,  and  faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  service.  The  applica- 
tions of  students  whose  parents  are  able  to  pay  their  college  expenses 
will  not  be  considered. 

THE  BOLTON  LOAN  FUND 
A  loan  fund  has  been  established  by  J.  W.  Bolton,  president  of  the 
Rapides  Parish  School  Board,  Alexandria,  La.  At  present  there  has 
been  paid  into  this  fund  a  total  amount  of  $10,000.00.  This  fund  is 
available  to  the  graduates  of  the  approved  high  schools  of  Rapides 
Parish  who  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  teachers  and  whose  parents 
are  unable  to  send  them  away  from  home  for  further  training.  This 
money  is  loaned  without  interest  on  the  note  signed  by  the  student 
and  the  parent,  or  some  near  relative.  Thie  student  obligates  herself 
to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Rapides  Parish,  wherever  assigned, 
until  the  debt  is  paid.  She  further  obligates  herself  not  to  marry 
until  the  debt  is  fully  paid,  since  marriage  brings  additional  duties, 
responsibilities  and  obligations.

This  course  presents  a  true  picture  of  the  adolescent  and  gives 
the  proper  viewpoint  and  comprehensive  treatment  of  the  fac- 
tors involved  in  problems  of  this  misunderstood  age.  It  should 
enable  the  teacher  to  better  understand  and  properly  train  the 
youth  in  this  stage  of  unstable  equilibrium  and  rapid  growth. 
It  views  character  in  a  philosophic  manner,  as  the  ultimate  aim 
of  education.     Textbook:     Tracy's   Psychology,  Adolescence.

311.  General  Psychology  1.  3  hours 

A  study  of  the  main  facts  of  the  central  nervous  system  and 
sense  organs  as  a  foundation  for  the  science  of  psychology. 
Human  behavior  both  from  the  analytical  and  functional  view- 
points; the  three  aspects  of  consciousness;  viz.,  knowledge,  feel- 
ing and  action;  sensation,  perception,  imagination,  memory, 
apperception,  conception,  judgment  and  reasoning;  feelings,  emo- 
tions, sentiments,  desires  and  temperaments:  reflex  action,  in- 
stinctive, habitual  and  rational  behavior;  attention  and  the  con- 
cept of  "The  Self."  Textbook:  Woodworth's  Psychology,  with 
references  from  Angell,  Colvin  and  Bagley,  Thorndike,  Judd, 
Miller,  Betts,  et  al. 

Spring  and  Fall  quarters. 

313.  Mental  Testing.  3  hours 

This  course  is  planned  to  give  training  in  the  technique  and 
administrative  uses  of  mental  tests.  The  general  nature  and 
manifestations  of  intelligence  are  investigated,  tests  of  special 
mental  functions  will  be  prepared  and  given  by  the  students  to 
various  groups.  The  most  widely  used  group  tests  are  analyzed 
and  evaluated.  Practice  is  aff'orded  in  giving  these  tests  and  in 
tabulating  and  interpreting  the  results.    Topics  for  special  study 
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are  the  history  and  present  status  of  the  tests,  method  of 
standardization,  uses  of  tests  in  juvenile  courts,  vocational  guid- 
ance and  the  classification  of  children  in  school  work.  Textbook: 
Terman's  The  Measurement  of  Intelligence.

326.  Advanced  Educational  Psychology.  S  hours 

An  advanced  course  in  the  psychology  of  learning,  consisting 
of  textbook  study,  lectures,  experimental  work  and  a  survey 
of  the  literature  of  the  field.  Topics;  Improvement  of  mental 
fimctions  by  practice,  rate  and  limit  of  improvement,  factors  and 
conditions  of  improvement,  transfer  of  training,  interference, 
and  mental  fatigue.  Textbook:  Thorndike's  BdMcational  Psy- 
chology. 

Fall  and  Spring  quarters. 

423.  The  Exceptional  Child  5  hours 

A  study  of  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  traits  of  the  ex- 
ceptional pupil,  with  the  methods  of  measuring  mental  intel- 
ligence. Problems  of  the  exceptional  pupil,  attempted  solutions, 
ungraded  classes  and  what  to  expect  of  these  pupils.  Complete 
diagnosis  of  exceptional  pupils  illustrated  by  a  number  of  demon- 
stration clinics  with  school  children  from  various  grades,  in- 
cluding a  discussion  of  remedial  measures.  Textbooks:  Wood- 
row's  Brightness  and  Dullness  in  Children  and  Terman's  Measure- 
ment in  Intelligence,  with  references  from  Huey,  Wallin,  Lapage, 
Holmes,  et  al.

434.  Social  Psychology.  3  hours 

A  study  of  the  individual  in  his  social  aspects.  Social  be- 
havior, its  nature  and  development.  Social  adjustments.  Text- 
book:   Allport's  Social  Psychology. 

Pceferences:  Bogardus,  Ross  and  McDougall. 

Summer  and  Winter  quarters. 

Prerequisites:  24  hours  in  Education. 


ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

111.  Introduction  to  Teaching  1.  2  hours 

The  aim  is  to  introduce  the  beginning  student  to  the  nature 
of  the  work  of  teaching,  with  a  view  to  his  making  a  more  in- 
telligent choice  of  the  work  he  wants  to  do  and  the  line  of  prepa- 
ration necessary  to  reach  his  goal.  The  chief  topics  treated  are 
the  attractions  and  demands  of  the  occupation  of  teaching,  the 
nature  of  the  learning  and  teaching  processes,  the  nature  of  the 
mind  to  be  educated,  and  of  its  original  capacities.  Textbook: 
Bagley  and  Keith's  An  Introduction  to  Teaching. 
Every  quarter. 

114.  Play  Materials  and  Games.  3  hours 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
modern   use   of   play   material;    to   develop   the  educational 
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value  of  toys  and  their  place  in  the  kindergarten ;  to  experiment 
with  modern  materials,  such  as  the  Hill  blocks,  and  estimate 
their  value  in  relation  to  early  elementary  education. 
Every  quarter. 

121.    Introduction  to  Teaching  2.  2  hours 

A  continuation  of  Education  111,  treating  of  individual  differ- 
ences, outcomes  expected  from  teaching,  educational  systems, 
general  qualifications  for  teaching,  and  specific  qualifications  for 
teaching  in  each  field.  Textbook:  Bagley  &  Keith's  An  Introduc- 
tion to  Teaching. 
Every  quarter. 

124.  KiNDEBGARTEN  THEORY.  2  hours 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  the  historical 
background  for  the  study  of  the  kindergarten  of  today  and  to 
prepare  her  for  intelligent  observation  of  modern  kindergartens. 

Every  quarter. 

131.  Reading  in  Primary  Grades.  3  hours 

Reading,  its  nature  and  development;  the  motor  aspects  in 
reading,  such  as  eye-movements  and  inner  speech,  and  their 
significance;  the  nature  of  recognition;  tlie  conditions  for  the 
development  of  speed  and  comprehension;  characteristic  differ- 
ences between  oral  and  silent  reading. 

The  application  of  the  principles  developed  above;  the  ob- 
jectives, materials,  and  procedure  for  teaching  reading  in  the 
pre-primer,  the  primer,  the  first  and  second  reader  stages ;  the 
examination  of  reading  texts  and  special  methods  of  teaching 
reading  with  special  study  of  the  state  adopted  texts.  Demon- 
stration lessons.    Textbook:    Wlieat's  The  Teaching  of  Reading. 

Every  quarter. 

Prerequisites:  Ed.  Ill  andi  121. 

132.  Reading  in  Intermediate  Grades.  3  hours 

A  study  of  the  psychological  principles  involved  in  the  read- 
ing process  as  in  Ed.  131. 

The  application  of  the  principles  developed  above;  the  ob- 
jectives, materials,  and  procedure  for  teaching  intermediate 
grade  reading;  special  emphasis  upon  individual  differences  in 
reading  abilities  due  to  natural  aptitudes,  interests,  etc.,  and 
the  development  of  effective,  rapid  silent  reading.  Selections 
from  the  state  texts  and  other  readers  studied  for  teaching  pur- 
poses. Demonstration  lessons.  Textbook:  Wheat's  The  Teach- 
ing of  Reading. 

Every  quarter. 

Prerequisites:  111  and  121. 

133.  Reading  in  Grammar  Grades.  3  hours 

A  study  of  the  psychological  principles  involved  in  the  read- 
ing process  as  in  Ed.  131. 

The  application  of  the  principles  developed  above;  the  ob- 
jectives, materials,  and  procedure  for  teaching  upper  grade  read- 
ing;  special  emphasis  upon  individual  differences  in  reading 
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abilities  and  the  study  types  of   reading — assimilative  read- 
ing.   Demonstration  lessons.    Textbook:    Wheat's  The  Teaching 
of  Reading. 
Every  quarter. 

Prerequisites:  Ed.  Ill  and  12(1. 

134.  Kindebgabten-Pbimary  Cuebiculum.  3  hours 

This  study  includes  a  study  of  the  fundamental  principles 
underlying  early  elementary  education.  It  is  developed  as  fol- 
lows: (1)  Educational  principles  involved,  (2)  a  study  made 
of  the  content  for  kindergarten  and  first  three  grades  with  ref- 
erence to  its  selection  and  organization,  (3)  study  and  practical 
demonstration  of  the  project  mjethod. 

211.  Natural  Science  fob  Peimaey  Geades.  3  hours 

Similar  to  Education  212  with  greater  stress  upon  the  child 
and  his  environment. 

212.  Natural  Scienc?e  fob  Ixtebmediate  Grades.  3  hours 

A  course  similar  to  Education  213  but  adapted  to  those  who 
expect  to  teach  in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  emphasis  is 
upon  biological  rather  than  the  physical  sciences.  Textbook: 
Schumacher's  The  Study  of  Nature. 

213.  Natut{al  Science  in  Grammar  Grades.  3  hours 

A  course  in  the  methods  and  technique  of  teaching  of  natural 
science  in  the  grammar  grades.  This  course  includes  observation 
of  demonstration  teaching.  Work  in  the  biological  and  physical 
sciences  is  not  a  prerequisite,  but  necessary  to  the  best  progress 
in  this  course.  Aims  and  methods  of  teaching  are  stressed  and 
the  course  is  suited  to  the  child  and  season  rather  than  to  the 
text.    Textbook:    Trafton's  The  Teaching  of  Science. 

Every  quarter. 

215.  Language  Arts  for  Intermediate  Grades.  3  hours 

Methods  of  teaching  spelling,  oral  and  written  composition, 
good  usage,  and  technical  grammar.  Demonstration  lessons  are 
given  in  each  important  type  of  lesson  procedure.  Special  em- 
phasis is  placed  on  the  psychological  processes  of  learning  in- 
volved in  each  case.  Through  this  course  and  the  other  methods 
courses  it  is  designed  that  the  student  will  inductively  establish 
general  principles  of  teaching  that  will  be  applicable  to  other 
fields,  Textbooks:  Tid\Tnan's  The  Teaching  of  Spelling;  Driggs' 
Our  Language,  How  to  Teach  It  and  How  to  Use  It. 

Every  quarter. 

216.  The  Language  Arts  for  Grammar  Grades.  3  hours 

Same  topics  and  tests  as  used  in  215. 
Every  quarter. 

221.  Practice  Teaching  in  The  Elementaby  Geades.  6  hours 

The  Normal  College  in  conjunction  with  the  parish  school 
board  maintains  a  completely  equipped  training  school,  hav- 
ing an  enrollment  of  over  500  pupils  in  the  first  seven  grades. 
Student  teaching  is  done  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
director  of  education  and  teficher  training.  The  work  is  more 
closely  supervised,  however,  by  the  teachers  in  charge  of  the 
various  grades. 
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Students  in  the  Xormal  College,  upon  completion  of  the  first 
three  terms  of  work,  make  application  for  student  teaching 
assignment.  The  director,  in  conference  with  the  supervisors, 
makes  assignments,  not  as  a  routine  matter,  but  as  a  matter  of 
judgment  with  due  consideration  for  the  welfare  of  the  pupils 
in  the  training  school.  A  student,  therefore,  may  be  assigned 
to  do  teaching  in  either  the  fourth,  fifth,  or  sixth  term  and 
may  be  assigned  for  any  amount  of  work  from  one-half  to  three 
units  of  credit  in  a  single  term. 

Credit  for  student  teaching  is  based  upon  the  relative  amount 
of  time  spent  and  achievement  made  in  ( 1 )  conducting  lessons, 
(2)  observing  the  work  of  the  supervisors  or  other  student 
teachers,  (3)  attending  critiques  and  private  conferences,  (4) 
supervising  the  general  activities  of  pupils  in  the  study  room 
or  on  playground  (5)  outside  work,  such  as  preparing  outlines, 
lesson  plans,  gathering  materials,  arranging  apparatus  and  the 
like.  So  far  as  possible  each  student  is  given  experience  in 
all  the  above  activities  in  the  proportions  usually  demanded  in 
actual  service. 

Each  student  is  required  to  teach  in  the  particular  depart- 
ment of  the  elementary  school  for  wMch  his  curriculum  is 
designed  to  train  him,  kindergarten-primary  teachers  in  the 
kindergarten  or  primary  grades,  etc.  Elementary  practice 
teaching     (Education  221)  consists  of  the  following: 

Outlining  of  subject  matter,  preparation  of  lesson  plans,  par- 
ticipation in  class-room  activities,  attending  special  and  gen- 
eral critiques,  and  actual  teaching  of  a  class. 

Every  quarter. 

Prerequisite:    Not  fewer  than  10  hours  in  education. 


222.    Student-Teaching  in  Special  Subjects  in  The  Ele- 

MENTAidY  Grades.  3  hours 

Outlining  subject-matter  into  units,  preparation  of  lesson  plans, 
assisting  the  supervisors  in  classroom  w^ork,  attending  special 
and  general  critiques  and  actual  teaching  of  a  class.  The  special 
subjects  include  writing,  art,  public  school  music,  and  physical 
education.  Supervised  by  a  member  of  the  College  Department 
concerned. 

Every  quarter. 

Prerequisite:  Same  as  Education  221. 

Special  subjects  are  music,  art,  physical  education,  etc. 

224.    Obsebvatiox  and  Participation  in  Kindeegaeten  and 

Pbimaey  Grades.  3  hours 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  gradually  to  introduce  the  student 
to  practice  teaching.  One  or  two  illustrative  lessons  a  week  by 
experienced  teachers ;  discussion  of  lessons  observed ;  student 
participation  in  the  activities  and  work  of  kindergarten  and 
primary  grades. 
Every  quarter. 
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233.  RuEAL  Education.  3  hours 

A  study  of  the  organization  of  rural  schools,  general  principles 
of  instruction  and  methods  of  control.  Rural  life  needs,  the 
rural  school  teacher,  the  recitation,  preventive,  constructive  and 
corrective  methods  of  discipline;  methods  of  teaching  elemen- 
tary school  subjects  in  the  rural  schools.  Textbook:  Woofter's 
Teaching  in  Rural  Schools,  with  references  from  Foght,  Cutter 
ajid  Stone,  Cubberley,  Carney,  Betts,  et  al. 
Summer  and  Winter  quarters. 

234.  Classroom  Management.  3  hours 

A  course  especially  for  elementary  school  teachers.  A  study 
of  the  school's  relation  to  society.  Organization,  supervision 
and  standards  of  elementary  school.  Health,  discipline  -  and 
classification.  Daily  programs,  school  records  and  equipment  of 
school  plant.  Textbook:  Strayer  and  Elglehardt,  The  Classroom 
Teacher. 

References:  Stark,  Bagley,  Colgrove. 
Every  quarter. 

Prerequisites:  20  hours  in  Education. 

312.  Measurements  in  Elementary  School  Subjects.  3  hours 

The  construction  and  administration  of  tests;  their  use  in  de- 
termining the  child's  school  progress  and  his  performance  level 
the  school  subjects;  specific  tests  scored,  tabulated,  and  inter- 
preted; special  emphasis  given  to  diagnosing  difficulties  and  to 
remedial  teaching.  Textbook:  Monroe,  DeVoss  and  Kelly's  Edu- 
cational Tests  and  Measurements. 
Spring  and  Fall  quarters. 
Prerequisites:     20  hours  in  Education. 

413.  Projects  and  Problems.  3  hours 

The  aim  is^  to  secure  an  understanding  of  the  principles  in- 
volved in  the  project  and  problem  methods  of  teaching,  and  to 
apply  these  principles  to  several  concrete  situations.  Textbook: 
Stevenson's  The  Project  Method  of  Teaching. 
Summer  quarter. 

SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

321.  Measurements  in  High  School  Subjects.  3  hours 

Similar  to  Ed.  312,  for  high  school  teachers.  Standardized 
tests  for  high  school  subjects  are  studied  and  evaluated.  Con- 
siderable attention  is  given  to  the  prognostic  value  of  tests. 
Spring  and  Fall  quarters. 

331.  High  School  Problems.  3  hours 

This  course  deals  with  general  high  school  problems  of  con- 
cern alike  to  the  high  school  principal  and  teachers  in  a  social- 
ized high  school;  a  brief  study  of  the  high  school  population — 
the  variation  of  capacities,  social  and  intellectual,  of  high  school 
pupils,  their  interests  and  needs;  a  curriculum  to  meet  those 
needs — curriculum  building  in  the  light  of  the  general  aims  of 
secondary  education,  viz.,  health  command  of  the  fundamental 
processes,  worthy  home  membership,  vocation,  citizenship, 
worthy  use  of  leisure,  and  ethical  character;  public  activities — - 
social  and  literary  societies,  musical  organizations,  debating, 
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high  school  publications,  athletics,  assembly,  etc.,  the  improve- 
ment of  the  high  school  teachers  in  service. 
Spring  and  VVlnter  quarters. 

421.    Student  Teaciiixg  in  High  School,  3  hours 

Student  teaching  in  high  school  is  done  under  the  same  gen- 
eral rules  and  regulations  as  that  for  the  grades,  but  under 
special  arrangements  with  the  Natchitoches  high  school.  Writ- 
ing of  approved  lesson  plans,  involving  all  the  essentials  of 
successful  practice;  the  teaching  of  specific  types  of  lessons, 
i.  e.,  study  type,  recitation  type,  lecture  type,  review  and  drill 
types;  the  planning  and  execution  of  type-projects  in  one  or 
more  subjects ;  demonstration  of  the  socialized  recitation ;  the 
use  of  practice  material  in  two  or  more  subjects,  and  the  ad- 
ministration of  standardized  tests  in  all  subjects  taught  in  high 
school ;  acquaintance  with  high  school  records ;  and  demonstra- 
tion of  ability  to  organize  and  conduct  typical  social  activities 
of  high  school  pupils. 

Every  quarter  if  necessary  to  meet  demand. 
Prerequisite:     Three  years  of  college  work,  not  fewer  than 
fifteen  hours  in  education  and  at  least  one  course  in  high  school 
methods. 

424.  The  Juniob  High  School.  3  hours 

History  of  the  movement  for  reorganization  in  secondary  edu- 
cation; peculiar  functions  of  the  junior  high  school  and  tests 
of  the  organization;  objections  to  the  junior  high  school  an- 
swered; its  relation  to  the  elementary  grades  and  to  the  senior 
high  and  junior  college;  the  program  of  studies  best  adapted  to 
the  junior  high  school;  administrative  problems  and  special 
problems  of  instruction;  the  ideal  or  standard  junior  high 
school.  Textbook:  Briggs'  The  Junior  High  School,  with  refer- 
ences from  the  library. 

Summer  and  Winter  quarters. 

425.  Educational  and  Vocational  Guidance  in  High 

School.  3  hours 

This  course  is  intended  to  aid  the  prospective  teacher  in  guid- 
ing high  school  boys  and  girls  in  their  choice  of  an  educational 
or  vocational  career.  Its  purpose  will  be  to  enable  the  teacher 
to  prevent  waste  in  time  and  money  and  the  stigma  of  failure 
which  brands  the  "mis-fits"  in  life.  The  teacher  who  can  find 
out  by  testing  and  observation  the  interests,  aptitudes  and  ca- 
pacities of  the  students,  should  be  able  to  direct  them  wisely 
towards  a  successful  career.  Such  a  teacher  should  be  a  student 
not  only  of  the  theories  of  psychology'  and  child  behavior,  but 
also  a  keen  student  of  human  nature  and  have  a  sympathetic 
attitude  which  is  essential  to  all  successful  psycho-analysis.

426.  High  School  Observation  and  Participation.  3  hours 

A  course  designed  to  prepare  for  student-teaching  and  consists 
of  directed  observation,  with  references  and  discussions  relat- 
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ing  thereto;  the  student-teacher  is  required  during  this  course 
to  do  apprentice  teaching  assisting  the  regular  classroom 
teacher  so  as  to  become  familiar  with  such  routine  as  keeping 
attendance,  class  records,  looking  after  materials,  ventilation, 
light,  etc.,  and  to  become  familiar  with  the  teaching  situation 
and  particularly  to  learn  to  know  the  individual  pupils  of  the 
class. 

Every  quarter. 

428.  Student  Teaching  in  Special  Subjects  in  The  High 

School.  S  hours 

This  course  is  similar  to  421  but  applies  to  special  subjects 
such  as  music,  art,  physical  education,  etc. 
Every  quarter. 

431.  Technique  of  High  School  Instruction.  S  hours 

Two  phrases  in  the  title  of  this  course  will  distinguish  its  aim 
and  content  from  those  of  othier  courses:  Technique  of  In- 
struction and  high  school.  It  treats  of  the  principles  of  class 
management  in  high  school,  the  types  of  learning  involved  in 
different  high  school  lessons,  adaptations  to  individual  differences, 
supervising  study,  various  types,  methods,  and  sources  of  study 
available  for  high  school  students,  and  the  art  of  questioning. 
Textbook:  Parker's  Methods  of  Teaching  in  High  Schools. 
Spring  and  Summer  quarters. 

HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION 

322.  Histoby  of  Modern  EJlementaby  Education  1.  2  hours 

An  intensive  study  of  developments  in  the  field  of  modern 
elementary  education.  Colonial  education,  free  public  educa- 
tion, the  monitorial  schools  of  Bell  and  Lancaster,  government 
and  state  aid;  reforms  advocated  by  Rabelais,  Montaigne,  Mil- 
ton, Ratke  and  Comenius;  education  according  to  nature,  by 
Rousseau,  the  disciplinary  education  of  Locke,  and  industrial 
education  by  Pestalozzi;  Froebel's  Kindergarten  and  Harbart's 
moral  education;  scientific  education  according  to  Spencer  and 
the  constructive  work  of  Horace  Mann  and  Henry  Barnard  in 
America.  Textbook:  Parker's  History  of  Modem  Elementary 
Education,  with  references  from  Anderson,  Dexter,  Munro,  et  al. 

Summer  and  Winter  quarters. 

323.  Educational  Classics.  2  hours 

The  aim  is  to  make  a  detailed  study  of  a  few  of  the  great 
masterpieces  which  the  students  meet  in  their  study  of  the  his- 
tory of  education.  It  has  the  same  relation  to  the  history  of 
education  that  a  study  of  Shakespeare,  Tennyson,  Byron,  etc., 
has  to  a  general  survey  of  literature.  All  students  will  read 
Rousseau's  Emile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude,  and 
Spencer's  Education.  Selections  will  be  made  from  the  following 
for  special  reports:  Comenius'  The  Great  Didactic,  Pestalozzi's 
How  Gertrude  Teaches  Her  Children,  Herbert's  OutUne  of  Edu- 
cational Doctrine,  Froebel's  The  Education  of  Man,  and  Froebel's 
Pedagogics  of  the  Kindergarten. 

Winter  and  Summer  quarters. 
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332.  Louisiana  School  Laws.  2  hours 

A  course  for  superintendents,  principals,  and  supervisors,  con- 
sisting of  an  intensive  study  of  the  articles  of  the  constitution 
of  Louisiana  bearing  upon  education  and  Act  100  of  1922,  com- 
pulsory attendance  laws,  sources  of  revenue,  sanitary  regula- 
tions concerning  schools,  and  laws  relating  to  higher  education. 
Comparative  study  of  our  laws  and  those  of  "Osceola"  Maryland, 
California  and  Utah,  is  made  to  better  fix  essential  facts  in  the 
mind,  but  more  especially  to  discover  points  of  excellence  and 
weakness.  Textbooks:  Public  ScJiool  Laics  of  Louisiana;  Cub- 
berley's  State  and  County  School  Reorganization. 
Summer  and  Winter  quarters. 

41 L  History  of  Education  in  The  United  States.  3  hours 

A  critical  study  of  political,  social  and  industrial  forces 
which  have  shaped  the  nineteenth  century  and  their  relation 
to  the  educational  problems  and  procedures  of  the  twentieth 
century  in  the  light  of  their  evolution  and  probable  future  de- 
velopment. Our  European  background  and  the  beginnings  of 
American  education:  the  early  state  and  national  attitudes; 
the  influences  tending  to  awaken  educational  consciousness;

Studies  in  Woodsworth,  Byron,  Shelley,  and  Keats.  The  grad- 
ual evolution  of  the  modern  or  romantic  school  of  poetry  in  Eng- 
land; the  underlying  causes  of  the  movement;  the  critical  ex- 
amination of  selected  masterpieces  of  English  romanticists.

331.  Shakespeare's  Tragedies.  3  hours 

An  intensive  class  study  of  three  Shakespearean  tragedies; 
Shakespeare's  human  philosophy  and  genius;  collateral  critical 
readings  and  lectures  on  Elizabethan  conditions,  political  and 
literary.  Reports  on  four  additional  tragedies  studied  outside 
of  class.  Plays  studied  in  class:  Hamlet,  Othello,  King  Lear  or 
Antony  and  Cleopatra.

A  course  in  advanced  writing  intended  to  supplement  the  work 
of  Freshman  English.

Emphasis  upon  the 
growth  of  types,  including  the  historical  novel,  the  novel  of  ideal- 
ism, the  socialistic  and  political  novel,  and  the  novel  of  realism. 
Several  novels  will  be  read  outside  of  class  and  reported  on.

The  development  of  the  short  story,  its  technique  and  how  to 
judge  its  value;  selection  of  short  stories  for  high  school  use;

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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  provide  opportunity  to  State  Nor- 
mal College  students  for  that  physical  exercise  upon  which  good  health 
depends,  for  an  understanding  of  the  principles  that  underlie  physical 
and  mental  health,  and  for  training  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
state  course  of  study  in  physical  education. 

Credit  for  twelve  trimester  hours  is  required  for  the  A.  B.  degree; 
credit  for  six  trimester  hours  for  the  Normal  Certificate.  This  is  one 
trimester  hour  a  term  in  classes  meeting  three  times  a  week. 

Physical  Training  is  required  of  all  students  each  term  of  attendance, 
except  that  academic  work  may  be  substituted  in  the  summer  term, 
and  in  any  term  by  such  students  as  are  exempted  from  physical  in- 
capacity or  other  valid  reason.

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES  FOR  WOMEN. 

Courses  111,  211,  and  231  are  required.  Students  who  from  cause 
are  exempted  from  the  requirement  for  active  work  must  enroll  for  211 
( supervised  play ) . 

Gymnastic  costume  is  required  of  all  women  taking  courses  in  phys- 
ical education.  It  consists  of  white  middy  blouse  with  white  collar, 
black  full  bloomers,  black  tie  and  stockings,  white  tennis  shoes. 

111.    Gymnastics  1.  1  hour 

A  course  in  the  fundamentals;  tactics,  free  hand  exercises, 
formations.    Much  attention  is  given  to  posture. 
Every  quarter. 

121.    Gymnastics  2.  1  hour 

A  continuation  of  111,  with  the  introduction  of  exercises  with 
light  apparatus. 

Fall  and  Winter  quarters. 

131.    Gymnastics  3.  1  hour 

A  comtinuation  of  121,  with  the  introduction  of  heavy  ap- 
paratus work. 
Winter  quarter. 

133.    Corrective  Gymnastics.  1  hour 

Systematic  exercises  prescribed  for  the  benefit  of  those  stu- 
dents who,  upon  pihiysical  examination,  show  marked  postural 
defect,  or  weakness.    Herein  are  enrolled  those  students  who 
are  limited  in  their  activities  by  organic  or  functional  weakness. 
Fall,  Winter  and  Spring  quarters. 

211.    Supervised  Play.  1  hour 

A  study  of  exercises,  games,  and  play  adapted  to  all  grades; 
actual  playing  of  games;  special  emphasis  on  methods  of  in- 
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struction;  classification  of  work  according  to  grades.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  methods  of  conducting  classes  on  the  play- 
ground.

Every  quarter. 

221.    Tennis  1.  1  hour 

A  course  for  beginners.    Instruction  in  the  rules  of  tennis 

and  the  mastery  of  the  easier  strokes  through  demonstration 

and  practice. 

Fall,  Spring  and  Summer  quarters. 

2^.    Tennis  2.  1  hour 

An  advanced  course  for  those  who  have  had  Tennis  1  or  its 
equivalent.    Mastery  of  the  more  difficult  strokes  are  taught: 
also  the  fundamentals  of  team  and  match  play. 
Fall,  Spring  and  Summer  quarters. 

231.    Methods  in  Physical  Education.  1  hour 

A  course  in  the  methods  to  use  in  teaching  the  various 
phases  of  gymnastic  and  athletic  exercises,  including  dance 
technique,  rhythm  studies,  and  the  development  of  festival 
programs.  It  includes  lectures,  reports  on  reterence  reading, 
survey  of  source  material,  and  observation  of  method  applied  in 
classes  of  the  Training  School,  High  School,  and  the  College. 

This  Course  is  required  of  all  students  in  the  fourth  or  fifth 
term. 

Prerequisites  are:  Physical  Education  111  and  211. 
Every  quarter. 

233.    Student  Teaching  in  Physical  Education.  3  hours 

This  course  consists  of  the  teaching  of  one  half  hour  lesson 
in  some  type  of  formal  training  daily,  and  one  half  hour  of 
direction  of  games  on  the  playground  of  the  Training  School  at 
the  noon  recess.  Students  teaching  in  the  High  Scliool  do  not 
supervise  play  at  noon.  Lesson  plans  are  not  written  for  this 
course,  and  there  is  no  general  critique.  Student  teachers  re- 
port to  supervisor  for  individual  conference. 
Every  quarter. 

311.    Basketball.  l  hour 

A  course  in  the  fundamentals  of  the  game,  and  a  study  of 
rules  for  playing  it;  development  of  individual  and  team  play, 
Intersociety  teams  are  organized  and  match  games  are  played. 
Fall  and  Winter  quarters. 

313.  Swimming 

A  course  for  beginners,  or  "green  cap'"  swimmers,  taught  in 
shallow  water.  It  includes  the  practice  and  mastery  of  breath 
control,  the  float,  the  primary  strokes  and  dives.  Credit  is 
given  for  satisfactory  performance  of  two  strokes,  two  dives, 
floating  five  minutes,  and  swimming  100  yards. 

Summer  quarter. 
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315.    Swimming  2.  1  hour 

This  is  an  advanced  course,  "red  cap"  swimming,  taught  in 
deep  water.  It  includes  the  advanced  strokes  and  dives,  the 
development  of  form  and  speed,  ability  in  which  is  a  basis  for 
credit.  Two  weeks  are  devoted  to  instruction  in  American  Red 
Cross  methods  of  life-saving,  and  tests  are  given  to  those  stu- 
dents who  wish  to  form  auxiliary  branches  of  the  A.  R.  C, 
Womens'  Life  Saving  Corps  of  the  College. 
Prerequisite:  Physical  Ed.  313. 
Summer  and  Fall  quarters. 

317.    Folk  Dancing  1.  1  hour 

A  practical  study  of  the  simple  authentic  folk  material  found 

in  the  national  dances  of  the  English,  French,  German,  and 

other  European  peoples. 
Every  quarter. 

319.    Folk  Dancing  2.  1  hour 

A  practical  study  of  the  more  complex  dances  of  the  Spanish, 
Polish,  Hungarian,  Russian,  Scotch,  and  Irish  peoples. 
Prerequisite:  Phys.  Ed.  317. 
Winter,  Spring,  and  Summer  quarters. 

321.    Tbaining  Campfibe  Leaders.  1  hour 

This  is  a  course  to  prepare  one  for  leadership  in  campfire 
activities;  study  of  the  movement,  and  its  organization.  Stu- 
dents are  practiced  in  actual  campfire  work. 
Spring  and  Summer  quarters. 

331.    Team  Games.  1  hour 

This  is  a  course  in  recreative  exercise  found  in  the  playing  of 
such  games  as  volley  ball,  indoor  ball,  playground  ball,  etc. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  individual  and  team  play  in  volley 
ball. 

Winter,  Spring  and  Summer  quarters. 

411.    SoccEE  Football.  1  hour 

Instruction  and  practice  in  the  fundamentals  of  individual  and 
team  play,  the  organization  of  teams  and  the  conduct  of  games. 
Winter  and  Spring  quarters. 

431.    Tback  and  Field  Spobts.  1  hour 

This  is  a  course  in  the  practice  of  such  rational  track  and  field 
events  as  have  been  generallj'  adopted  for  girls.  Methods  ap- 
plicable to  rallies  and  intramural  meets  will  be  studied  and 
applied. 

Spring  quarter. 

441.    Boating.  1  hour 

This  is  a  course  in  the  airt  of  rowing  and  the  handling  of 
light  water  craft.  Crews  are  developed  and  a  final  regatta  is 
held. 

Prerequisite:  Physical  Ed.  313  (swimming),  or  its  equivalent. 
Spring  and  Summer  quarters. 
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COURSES  FOR  MEN. 

Physical  Education  112  and  232  are  required. 

112.    Gymnastics  1.  1  hour 

An  elementary  course  in  tactics,  light  and  heavy  apparatus,  in- 
formal games  and  athletics. 
Fall  and  Spring  quarters. 

122.    Gymnastics  2.  1  hour. 

A  continuation  of  the  work  of  Gymnastics  1.    More  attention 
is  given  to  heavy  apparatus  work  and  mass  athletics. 
Winter  quarter. 

132.    Methods  in  Physical  Training.  1  hour 

This  is  a  course  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  such  exercises, 
adaptable  to  boys,  as  are  used  in  the  schools  of  the  State  from 
the  sixth  grade  through  the  high  school.  It  includes  instruc- 
tion in  how  to  teach  gymnastics,  games,  and  group  athletics. 
Text:  Stecher's  Handbook. 
Winter  and  Summer  quarters. 

226.    Fire  Drills  for  Fibe  Service.  1  hour 

Handling  of  apparatus.  Making  of  hose  connections  with 
hydrants,  unreeling  and  stretching  of  hose,  breaking  and  mak- 
ing couplings,  attaching  playpipes,  carrying  hose  up  ladders, 
over  roofs  and  through  the  interior  of  buildings,  practice  in  hold- 
ing playpipes,  moving  and  carrying  the  hose  lines  while  imder 
water  pressure,  use  of  fire  extinguishers. 
Every  quarter. 

Not  more  than  3  hours  to  be  earned  in  this  course. 

234.    Student  Teaching  in  Phy'sical  EIdu cation.  3  hours 

This  course  consists  of  teaching  some  type  of  physical  train- 
ing to  boys  of  the  Training  School  and  the  High  School.  It 
embodies  the  application  of  principles  and  material  acquired  in 
Physical  Education  132,  which  is  a  prerequisite.  References  are 
assigned  for  collateral  reading,  and  conferences  are  held  with 
the  supervisor. 
Every  quarter. 

312.    Basketball.  1  hour 

This  course  includes  development  of  correct  form  in  shooting, 
passing,  and  other  individual  technique,  followed  by  team  prac- 
tice, building  of  the  Normal  College  team  and  playing  of  in- 
tercollegiate games. 

Fall,  Winter  and  Summer  quarters. 

412.    Football.  i  hour 

A  thorough  drill  in  the  fundamentals  of  football;  development 
of  team  play  and  systems  of  offense  and  defense:  development 
of  a  Normal  College  team  and  the  playing  of  intercollegiate 
games. 

Fall  quarter. 
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422i.    Baseball.  1  hour 

This  course  includes  instruction  and  practice  in  batting  and 
'baserunning,  position  play  and  team  work.    A  State  Normal 
team  is  developed  and  intercollegiate  games  are  played. 
Spring  and  Summer  quarters. 

432.    Tbacks  and  Field  Sports.  1  hour 

This  is  a  course  in  the  standard  events  of  track  and  field,  and 
includes  instruction  and  practice.  A  careful  determination  of 
events  for  which  each  candidate  is  best  fitted  is  early  made.  A 
Normal  College  team  is  developed  and  intramural  and  inter- 
collegiate meets  are  held. 
Winter  and  Spring  quarters. 

434.    Coaching  HicGh  School  Athletics.  1  hour 

This  is  a  course  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  coaching  foot- 
ball, basketball,  and  track  athletics.  The  aim  is  to  assist 
students  who  intend  to  coach  athletics  in  the  high  schools  of 
Louisiana.
